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It has been thought necessary to prefix a brief explanation of the Table of Sunday 
Lessons, on account of its frequent connexion with the proposed transpositions of 
several Collects, Epistles, and Oospels, J%e reader will observe, thatjhe Lessons are 
so arranged as to associate with the Sunday Services, the whole of the most interesting 
portions of the Scripture History. The first Lessons, from Christmas to Quinquage" 
sima, with those of the five Sundays cfter Easter, comprise the principal moral and 
ceremonial exhortations of the Old Testament; and those im Lent, the priomises and 
warnings of Deuteronomy, contrasted with the Lamentations of Jeremiah; and the / 
most striking denunciations of the prophets. The second Lessons, from Advent, to 
Trinity, contain the evangelic history of our Samour Christ, from his Incarnation 
to his Ascension; and the subsequent descent of the Holy Spirit. 

A distinct portion of the Sacred Annals, commences with the first Sunday 
after Trinity; the Lessons for that day, with the proper Psalms, Epistle, and 
Gospel will form an anntuil commemoration of * the Creation J The succeeding first 
* Lessons contain the principal events of four periods of the Jewish History ; while the 
second Lessons carry on the account of the propagation of the Oospel, and the 
Epistolary commentaries of the Apostles. The Ecclesiastical Year concludes in the * 
service of the ^ Sunday before Advent^ with the most impressive references to the last 
judgement, and the consummation of all things. 
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PREFACE. 



It bath been Ibe wisdom of tbe Cburcb of England^ ever since tbe first compiling of 
ber public Liturgy^ to keep ibe mean between ibe two extremes-^of too mucb stiflness in 
refusings and too mucb easiness in admitting any variation from it For as^ on tbe one 
side^ common experience sbewetb^ tbat wbere a cbange baib been made of tbings advisedly 
established^ (no evident necessity so requiring) sundry inconveniences bave thereupon 
ensued; and those many times more and greater than the evils tbat were intended to be 
remedied by such change. So^ on tbe other side^ tbe particular Forms of Divine 
Worship^ and tbe Order appointed to be used therdn^ being things in their own 
nature indifferent and alterable^ and so acknowledged; it is but reasonable^ tbat upon 
weighty and important considerations^ according to tbe various exigency of times and 
occasions^ such changes and alterations should be made therein^ as to those tbat are in 
place of authority should seem dther necessary or expedient. 

Accordingly we find, tbat in the reigns of several princes of glorious memory, since 
tbe Reformation, the Church, upon just and weighty considerations ber thereunto 
moving, hath yielded to make such alterations in some particulars, as should be thought 
requisite for the case of tender consciences, and in their respective times were thought 
convement Yet so, as tfiat tbe main body and essentials of it (as well in the chiefest 
materials, as in tbe frame and order thereof) bave still continued the same unto this day, 
and do yet stand firm and unshaken. Our general aim, therefore, in this undertaking, 
was, to do that which to our best understanding we conceived might most tend to 
tiie preservation of peace and unity in the Church : the procuring of rever^ce, and 
exciting of piety and devotion in the public worship of God ; and tbe cutting off 
occasions of schism on account of the Liturgy of the Church. In the wliich review we 
bave endeavoured to observe tbe like moderation, as we find to bave been used in tbe 
like case in former times; always avoiding such alterations as were of dangerous 
consequence, or striking at some established doctrine, or laudable practice of the Church 
of Christ For granting some Form and Order convenient tp be had, surely where tlie 
old may well be used, we ought rather to bave reverence unto them for their antiquity, 
and be more studious of unity and concord, than of innovations and perpetual cbange, 
which (as much may be with true setting forth ot CVkxvi^^ ^c^'eKWN>^SA ^icwcv^ vs:^ >«^ 
avoided. 



iy - PREFACE. 

For Christ's gospel is not a ceremonial law, as much of Moses' law was ; but it is a 
religion to serve God, not in bondage of the figure or shadow, but in the freedom of the 
Spirit ; being content only with tiiosa ordinances which do serve to a decent order and 
godly discipline, and such as be apt to stir up the dull mind of man, to the remembrance 
of his duty to God, by some notable and special signification, whereby he might be 
edified. 

Furthermore, none shall have just cause with the Order reserved to be offended, such 
parts being reivised, as were most complained of, and did burden mens' minds without 
any just cause ;* for we think it convenient that every Christian Church should use such 
ordinances as they shall think best to the setting forth of God's honour and glory, and 
to the directing of the people to the^ most perfect and godly living, without error and 
superstition, and that they should put away those things, which from time to time they 
perceive to be most abused, as in mens' ordiuiances it oft^ chanceth diversely in divers 
countries. 

Now if any man, who shall desire a more particular account of the several alterations 
in any part of the Liturgy, shall take the pains to compare the present book with the 
former, we doubt not but the reason of the change may easily appear. 

And having thus endeavoured to discharge our duties in this weighty affair, as in the 
sight of God, and to approve our sincerity therein, so far as lay in us, to the consciences 
of all men ; we have good hope that what is here humbly presented will be well and 
charitably accepted by all sober, peaceable, and truly conscientious sons of the Church 
of England.

inheritance obtained a more excellent name 
than they. For unto which of the angels said 
he at any time. Thou art my Son, this day 
have I begotten thee ? And again, I will be 
to him a Father, and he shall be to me a Son ? 
And again, when he bringeth in the first-be- 
gott^ into the world, he saith^ And let all 



the angels of God worship him. And of the 
angels he saith. Who maketh his angels spirits, 
and his ministers a flame of fire. But unto the 
Son he saith. Thy throne, O God, is for ever 
and ever; a sceptre of righteousness is the 
sceptre of thy kingdom: Thou hast loved 
righteousness, and hated iniquity; therefore 
God, even thy God, hath anointed thee with 
the oil of gladness above thy fellows. And, 
Thou, Lord, in the beginning hast laid the 
foundation of the earth ; and the heavens are 
the works of thine hands: They shall perish, 
but thou remainest; and they all shall wax old, 
as doth a garment ; and as a vesture shalt thou 
fold them up, and they shall be changed : but 
thou art the same, and thy years shall not 
fail. 

The Gospel. John i. 1. 

TN the beginning was the Word, and the 
-■• Word was with God, and the Word was 
Grod. The same was in the beginning with 
God. All things were made by him; and 
without him was not any thing made that was 
made. In him was life ; and the life was the 
light of men. And the light shineth in dark- 
ness, and the darkness comprehended it not. 
There was a man sent from God, whose name 
was John. The same came for a witness, to 
bear witness of the Light, that all men through 
him might believe. He was not that Light, 
but was sent to bear witness of that Light* 
That was the true Light, which lighteth every 
man that cometh into the world. He was in 
the world, and the world was made by him, 
and the world knew him not. He came unto 
his own, and his own received him not. fiut 
as many as received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on his name: which were 
born, not of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, 
nor of the will of man, but of God. And the 
Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, 
(and we beheld his glory, the glory as of the 
only-begotten of the Father,) full of grace and 
truth.

But 
while he thought on these things, behold, the 
angel of the Lord appeared unto him in a 
^h<eam, saying, Joseph, thon son of David, fear 
not to take unto thee Mary thy wifo ; for tbsit 
which is conceived in her is of the Holy Ghost: 
and she shall bring forth a Son, and thou shak 
call his name JESUS ; for he shall save his 
people from their sins. (Now all this was 
done, that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken of the Lord by the prophet, saying. 



Behold, a Virain shall be wMi diild, mi M 
bring forth a l^n, and they thall cftll liis mae 
Emmanuel, which being interpreted, ia, Gai 
with us.) Th^n Joseph, bein^ raised frn 
sleep, did as the angel of the Lord bad Udda 
him, and took unto him his wife ; and knew 
her not till she had brought forth her firife4Mn 
son; and he called his name JESUS.

The Epistle. Rom. v. 12. 

TJ^HEREFORE, as by one man ain enter- 
^^ ed into the world, and death by sb; 
and so death passed upon all men, for that iD 
have sinned : (for until the law, ain waa in tlie 
world: but sm is not imputed when there is no 
law. Nevertheless, death reigned Irom Adan 
to Moses, even over them that had not sinned 
after the similitude of Adam's transgresskiw 
who is the figure of him that was to come. 
But not as the offence, so also ia the free gift. 
For if through the offence of one many bedesd; 
much more the grace of God, and die gift hj 
grace, which is by one man, Jesus Christ, hsdi 
abounded unto many. And not as it was by 
one that sinned, so is the git\ : for the judge- 
ment was by one to condemnation; hut tlie 
ft'ee gift is of many offences unto justificatkxi. 
For if by one man's offence death reigned hj 
one; much more they which receive abon- 
dance of grace, and of the gift of righteouanesi, 
shall reign in life by one, Jesus Chnst) 
Therefore, as by the offence of one jadgeDaent 
came upon all men to condemnation; even so 
by the righteousness of one the free gift came 
upon all men unto justification of life. For 
as by one man's disobedience many were made 
sinners, so by the obedience of one shall many 
be made righteous. Moreover, the law en* 
tered, that the offence might abound. Bat 
where sin abounded, grace did much more 
abound: that as sin hath reigned unto death, 
even so might grace reign, through righteous- 
ness, unto eternal life, by Jesus Clmst our 
Lord. 

The Gospel. Luke iL 1 5. 

A ND it came to pass, as the angels were gene 
-^^ away from them into heaven, theahepfaerds 
said one to another. Let us now go even unto 
Bethlehem, and see this thing whidi is come to 
pass, which the Lord hath made known unto 
us. And they came with haste, and found 
Mary, and Joseph, and the babe lying in a 
manger. And when they had seen it, they 
made known abroad the saying which was told 
them concerning this child. And all they that 
heard it wondered at those things which were 
told them by die shepherds. But Mary kept 
all these things, and poaderdl them ta her 
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' heart. And the shepherds returned, glorify- 
I ing and praising God for all the things that 
t they had heard and seen, as it was told unto 
them* And when eight days were accom- 
I plished for the circumcising of the child, his 
name was called JESUS, which was so named 
of the angel before he was conceived in the 
womb. And when the days of her purification 
according to the law of Moses were accom* 
phshed, they brought him to Jerusalem, to pre^ 
sent him to the Lord ; (as it is written in the 
law of the Lord, Every male that openeth the 
womb shall be called holy to the Lord;) and 
to offer a sacrifice according to that which is 
said in the law of the Lord, A pair of turtle* 
doves, or two young pigeons. And, behold, 
there was a man in Jerusalem, whose name 
was Simeon ; and the same man was just and 
devout, waiting for the consolation of Israel : 
and the Holy Ghost was upon him. And it 
was revealed unto him by the Holy Ghost, that 
he should not see death before he had seen the 
Lord's Christ. And he came by the Spirit 
into the temple: and when the parents brought 
in the child Jesus, to do for him afler the cus* 
Com of the law, then took he him up in his 
arms, and blessed God, and said, Lord, now 
lettest thou thy servant depart in peace, accord- 
ing to thy word: for mine eyes have seen thy 
salvation, which thou hast prepared before the 
&ce of all people; a light to lighten the Gen- 
tiles, and the glory of thy people Israel. And 
Joseph and his mother marvelled at those 
things which were spoken of him. And 
Simeon blessed them, and said unto Mary his 
mother. Behold, this child is set for the fall 
and rising again of many in Israel; and for a 
sign which shall be spoken against ; (yea, a 
sword shall pierce through thy own soul also^) 
that the thoughts of many hearts may be re^ 
vealed. And there was one Anna, a prophet- 
ess, the daughter of Phanuel, of the tribe of 
Aser; she was of a great age, and had lived 
with an husband seven years from her vurginity ; 
and she was a widow of about fourscore and 
four years, which departed not from the tem- 
ple, but served God with fastings and prayers 
night and day. And she coming in that 
instant, gave thanks likewise unto tibe Lord, 
and spake of him to all them that looked for 
redemption in Jerusalem. And when they had 
performed all things according to the law of 
the Lord, they returned into Galilee, to their 
own city Nazareth.

(as I wrote afore in few words, whereby, when 
ye read, ye may understand my knowledge in 
the mystery of Christ) which in other i^es was 
not made known unto the sons of men, as jt is 
now revealed unto his holy Apostles and Pro- 
phets by the Spirit ; That the Gentiles should 
be fellow-heirs, and of the same body, and par- 
takers of bis promise in Christ, by the Gospel:

TMT'HEN Jesus was born in Bethlehem of

When Herod the king had heard these things, 
he was troubled, and all Jerusalem with him.

When 
they had heard the king, they departed ; and 
)o, the star which they saw in the east went 
before them, till it came and stood over where 
the young child was. When they saw the star, 
they rejoiced with exceeding great joy. And 
when they were come into the house, they saw 
the young child with Mai^ his mother, and 
fell down and worshipped him : and when they 
had opened their treasures, they presented 
unto him gifts; gold, and frankincense, and 
myrrh. And being warned of God in a dream 
that they should not return to Herod, they 
departed into their own country another way.

And they said, Is not this Joseph's 
son? And he said unto them. Ye will surely 
say unto me this proverb. Physician, heal thy- 
self: whatsoever we have heard done in Caper- 
naum, do also here in thy country. And he 
said. Verily I say unto you, No prophet is ac- 
cepted in his own country. But I tell you 
of a truth, Many widows were in Israel in the 
days of Elias, when the heaven was shut up 
three years and six months, when great famine 
was throughout all the land; but unto none of 
them was Elias sent, save unto Sarepta, a city 
of Sidon, unto a woman that was a widow. 
And many lepers were in Israel in the time of 
Eliseus the prophet ; and none of them was 
cleansed, saving Naaman the Syrian. And all 
they in the synagogue, when they heard these 
things, were fill^ with wrath, and rose up, and 
thrust him out of the city, and led him unto the 
brow of the hill whereon their city was built, 
that they might cast him down headlong. But 
he, passing through the midst of them, went 
his way.

Recom- 
pense to no man evil for evil. Provide things 
honest in the sight of all men. If it be possi- 
ble, as much as lieth in you, live peaceably with 
all men. Dearly beloved, avenge not your- 
selves, but rather give place unto wrath : for 
it is written. Vengeance is mine; I will repay, 
saith the Lord. Therefore if thine enemy 
hunger, feed him ; if he thirst, give him drink : 
for in BO doing thou shalt heap coals of fire on 
his head. Be not overcome of evil, but over- 
come evil with good.

A ND as Jesus passed forth from thence, he 
■'*■ saw a roan, named Matthew, sitting at the 
receipt of custom : and he saith unto him, 
Follow me.

And he began to 
teach them, that the Son of man must sufier 
many things, and be rejected of the elders, and 
of the chief priests, and scribes, and be killed ;

Bnt wben he had turned 
about and looked on his disciples, he rebuked 
Peter, saying, Get thee behmd me, Satan : for 
thou savourest not the things that be of God, 
but the things that be of men. And when he 
had called the people unto him, with his disci- 
ples also, he said unto them, Whosoever will 
come after me, let him deny himself, and take 
up his cross, and follow me. For whosoever 
mil save his life shall lose it; but whosoever 
shall lose his life for my sake and the gospeFs, 
the same shall save it. For what shall it pro- 
fit a man, if he shall gain the whole world, and 
lose his own soul ? Or what shall a man give 
in exchange for his soul ? Whosoever there- 
fore shall be ashamed of me and of my words 
in this adulterous and sinful generation, of him 
also shall the Son of man be ashamed, when he 
Cometh in the glory of his Father with the 
holy angels.

there is no difference : for all have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God ; being jus- 
tified freely by his grace, through the re- 
demption that is in Jesus Christ : whom God 
hath set forth to be a propitiation through 
£uth in his blood, to declare his righteousness 
for the remission of sins that are past, through 
the forbearance of God ; to declare, I say, at 
this time, his righteousness : that he might be 
just, and the justifier of him which believeth 
ui Jesus. Where is boasting then ? It is ex- 
cluded. By what law? Of works? Nay: 
but by the law of faith. Therefore we con- 
clude that a man is justified by faith without 
the deeds of the law. Is he the God of the 
Jews only? is he not also of the Gentiles 1 
Yes, of me Gentiles also : seeing it is one God, 
which shall justify the circumcision by faith, 
4B£n^ uoarcumcision through fiiith. Do we then 
^xaJSre void the law through Gdth t God forbid; 
*fis* fre establish the law. 



The GotpeL Luke viiL 22. 

NOW it came to pass on a certain dayr 
that he went into a ship with his disciples: 
and he said unto them, Let us go over unto the 
other side of the lake. And they launched 
forth. But as they sailed he fell asleep : and 
there came down a storm of wind on the lake ; 
and they were filled with water, and were in 
jeopardy. And they came to him and awoke 
him, saying. Master, master, we perish 1 Thea 
he arose, and rebuked the wind and the raging 
of the water : and they ceased and there was a 
calm. And he said unto them« Where is your 
faith? And they, being afraid, wondered, 
saving one to another, What manner of man is 
thui ? for he commandeth even the winds and 
water, and they obey him. And they arrived 
at the country of the Gadarenes, which is over 
against Galilee* And when he went fi>rth to 
Ittid, there met him out of the city a certain 
man which had devils long time, and ware no 
clothes, neither abode in any house, but in the 
tombs. When he saw Jesus, he cried out, and 
fell down before him, and with a loud voice, 
said. What have I to do with thee, JesoSi 
thou Son of Grod most High ? I beseech thee 
torment me not. (For he had commanded the 
unclean spirit to come out of the man. For 
oftentimes it had caught him : and be was 
kept bound with chains and in fetters : and he 
brake the bands, and was driven of the devil 
into the wilderness.) And Jesus asked him, 
aaying, What is thy name? And he said. 
Legion: because many devils were entered 
into him. And they besought him that he 
would not command them to go out into ^ 
deep. And there was there an herd of many 
swine feeding on the mountain; and they 
besought him that he would suffer them to 
enter into them : and he suffered them. Then 
went the devils out of the man, and entered 
into the swine: and the herd ran violently, 
down a steep place into the lake, and were 
choked. When they that fed them saw what 
was done, they fled, and went and told it in 
the city and in the country. Th^n they went 
out to see what was done ; and came to Jesnif 
and found the man, out of whom the devib 
Were departed, sitting at the feet of Jesus, 
clothed, and in his right mind : and they were 
afraid. They also which saw it told them bv 
what means he that was possessed of the devils 
was healed. Then the whole multitude of the 
country of the Gadarenes round about besought 
him to depart from them; for they were taken 
with great fear : and he went up into the ship, 
and returned back again. Now the man out 
of whom the devils were departed besought 
him that he might be with him: but Jesus 
sent him away, saying. Return to thine own

The Epistle. Eph. v. 1. 

BE ye therefore followers of God, as dear 
children; and walk in love, as Christ also 
hath loved us, and hath given^ himself for us, 
an offering and a sacrifice to God for a sweet- 
smelling savour. But fornication, and all un- 
cleanness, or covetousness, let it not be once 
named among you, as becomath saints ; nei- 
ther filthiness, nor foolish talking, nor jesting, 
which are not convenient ; but rather giving of 
thanks. For this ye know, that no whore- 
monger, nor unclean person, nor covetous man, 
who is an idolater, hath any inheritance in the 
kingdom of Christ and of God. Let no man 
deceive you with vain words : for because of 
these things cometh the wrath of God upon 
the children of disobedience. Be not ye there- 
fore partakers with them : for ye were some- 
times darkness, but now are ye light in the 
Lord : walk as children of light; (for the fruit 
of the Spirit is in all goodness and righteous- 
ness and truth;) proving what is acceptable 
unto the Lord. And have no fellowship with 
the unfruitful works of darkness, but rather 
reprove them. For it is a shame even to 
speak of those things which are done of them 
in secret. But all things that are reproved are 
made manifest by the light: for whatsoever 
doth make manifest is light. Wherefore he 
saith. Awake, thou that sleepest, and arise 
from the dead, and Christ shall give thee light 
See then that ye walk circumspectly, not as 
fools, but as wise, redeemmg the time, because 
the diays are evil. Wherefore be ye not unwise, 
but understanding what the will of the Lord is. 
And be not drunk with wine, wherein is ex- 
cess ; but be filled with the Spirit ; speaking 
to yourselves In psalms and hymns, and spirit- 
imlsoi^, staging and waking melody in your 



heart to the Lord ; giving thaiftt altl^ya tot 
all things unto God and the Father, m the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ 

The Gospel. Luke ix. 18. 

AND it came to pass, as he was alone pray* 
ing, his disciples were with him : and be 
asked them, saying. Whom say the people that 
I am? They answering said, John the Baptist; 
but some say, Elias ; and others say, That one 
of the old prophets is risen again. He said 
unto them. But whom say ye that I am ? Peter 
answering said. The Christ of God. And be 
straitly charged them, and commanded them 
to tell no man that thing; saying. The Son of 
man must suflfer many things, and be rejected 
of the elders, and chief priests, and scrilm, and 
be slain, and be raised the third day. And be 
said to them all, If any man will come after 
me, let hhn deny himself, and take up bis 
cross daily, and follow me. For whosoever 
will save his life shall lose it: but whosoever 
will lose his life for my sake, the same shaH 
save it For what is a man advantaged, if be 
gain the whole world, and lose himself, or be 
cast away ? For whosoever shall be ashamed 
of me and of my words, of him shall the Son 
of man be ashamed, when he shall come in bis 
own glory, and in his Father's and of the holy 
angels. But I tell you of a truth. There be 
some standing here which shall not taste of 
death till they see the kingdom of God. And 
it came to pass about an eight days after these 
sayings, he took Peter and John and Jameib 
and went up into a mountain to pray. And ss 
he prayed, the fashion of his countenance was 
altered, and his raiment was white and glister- 
ing. And, behold, there talked with him two 
men, which were Moses and Eliais : who ap- 
peared in glory, and spake of his decease, 
which he should accomplish at Jerusalem. 
But Peter and they that were with him were 
heavy with sleep: and when they were awake, 
they saw his glory, and the two men that stood 
with him. And it came to pass, as they de- 
parted from him, Peter said imto Jesus, Master, 
It is good for us to be here : and let us make 
three tabernacles ; one for thee, and one for 
Moses, and one for Elias: not knowing whst 
he said. While he thus spake, there came a 
doud, and overshadowed them: and they 
feared as they entered into the cloud. And 
there came a voice out of the cloud, saying, 
This is my beloved Son: hear him. And when 
the voice was past, Jesus was found alone. 
And they kept it close, and told no man in those 
days any of those thii^ which they had seen.

The Gospel. John xvii. I . 
'T'HESE words spake Jesus, and lifted up

may glorify thee: as thou bast given him 
power over all flesh, that he should give eter- 
nal life to as many as thou hast given him. 
And this is life eternal, that they might know 
thee the only true God, and Jesus Christ, whom 
thou haat sent. I have glorified thee on earth : 
1 have fiaiahed the work which thou gavestme 
to do. And now, Father, glorify thou me 
with thine own self with tlie glory which I had 
with thee before the world was. 1 have mani- 
fested thy name unto the men which thou 
gayest me out of the world t thine they were, 
and thou gavest them nie ; and they have 
kept thy word.

The OospeL John xviii. !• 

TM/'HEN Jesus had spoken these words, he 
^^ went forth with his disciples over the 
brook Cedron, where was a garden, into the 
which he entered, and bis disciples. And Judas 
also, which betrayed him, knew the place : for 
Jesus ofttimes resorted thither with his disci- 
ples. Judas then, having received a band of 
men and officers from the chief priests and 
Pharisees, cometh thither with lanterns and 
torches and weapons. Jesus therefore, know- 
ing all things that should come upon him, went 
forth, and said unto them, Whom seek ye? 
They answered him, Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus 
saith unto them, I am he. And Judas also, 
which betrayed him, stood with them. As soon 
then as he had said unto them, I am he, they 
went backward, and fell to the ground. Then 
asked he them again, Whom seek ye? And 
they said, Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus answered, 
I have told you that I am he : if therefore ye 
seek me, let these go their way : that the saying 
might be fulfilled, which he spake. Of them 
which thou gavest me have I lost none. Then 
Simon Peter having a sword drew it, and smote 
the high priest's servant, and cut off his right 
ear. The servant's name was Malchus. Then 
said Jesus unto Peter, Put up thy sword into 
the sheath : the cup which my father hath given 
me, shall I not drink it 1 Then the band and 
the captain and officers of the Jews took Jesus, 
and bound him, and led him away to Annas 
first; for he was father-in-law to Caiaphas, 
which was high priest that same year. 

Sunday next before Easter, 
The Collect. 

ALMIGHTY and everlasting God, who, of 
thy tender love towards mankind, hast sent 
thy Son, our Saviour Jesus Christ, to take 
upon him our flesh, and to suffer death upon 
the cross, that all mankind should follow the 
example of his great humility ; Mercifully 
grant, that we may both follow the example of 
his patience, and also be made partakers of his 
resurrection ; through the same Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Amen. 

The Epistle. Phil. ft. 5. 

LET this mind be in you, which was also in 
Christ Jesus : who, being in the form of 
God, thought it not robbery to be equal with 
God ; but made himself of no reputaftion, and 
took upon him the form of a servant, and was 
made in the likeness of men : and being found 
in &shion as a man, he humbled himself, and 
became obedient unto death, even the death of 
tAe cross. Wherefore God also hath highly 
exalted ban, and giveh him a Name which is 



above every name; that at the Name of Jesus 
every knee should bow, of things in heaven, 
and things in earth, and things mider the 
earth; and that every tongue should confess 
that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glcnry of God 
the Father. 

The OospeL Matt. xvii. 1. 

TX^HEN the morning was come, all the chief 
^^ priests and elders of the people took 
counsel against Jesus, to put him to death. 
And when they had bound him, they led him 
away, and delivered him to Pontius Pilate the 
flovernour. Then Judas who had betrayed 
him, when he saw that he was condemned, 
repented himself, and brought again the thirty 
pieces of silver to the chief priests and elders, 
saying, I have sinned, in that I have betrayed 
the innocent blood. And they said. What ii 
that to us? see thou to that And he cast 
down the pieces of silver in the temide, and 
departed, and went and hanged himseff. And 
the chief priests took the silver pieces, and 
said, It is not lawful for to put them into the 
treasury, because it is the price of blood. 
And they took counsel, and bought with 
them the potter's field, to bury strangers in. 
Wherefore that field was called. The field of 
blood, unto this day. (Then was fulfilled that 
which was spoken by Jeremy the prophet, 
saying. And they took the ^irty pieces of 
silver, the price of him that was vaJued, whom 
they of the children of Israel did value, and 
gave them for the potter's field, as the Lord 
appointed me.) And Jesus stood befisre the 
govemour; and the govemour asked him, 
saying. Art thou the King of the Jews? And 
Jesus said unto him, Thou sayest. And when 
he was accused of the chief priests and elders, 
he answered nothing. Then said Pilate unto 
him, Hearest thou not how many things they 
witness against thee ? And he answered him 
to never a word, insomuch that the governonr 
marvelled greatly. Now at that feast the 
govemour was wont to release unto the people 
a prisoner, whom they would. And they had 
then a notable prisoner, called Barabbas. 
Therefore when they were gathered together, 
Pilate said unto them. Whom will ye diat I 
release unto you ? Barabbas, or Jesus whidi 
is called Christ ? For he knew that for envy 
they had delivered him. When he was set 
down on the judgement-seat, his wife sept 
unto him, saying. Have thou nothing to do 
with that just man : for I have sufiered many 
things this day in a dream because of him. 
But the chief priests and elders persuaded the 
multitude that they should ask Barabbas, and 
destroy Jesus. The govemour answered and 
said unto them, Whether of the twain will ye 
that I teleaae unto you? They said, Barabbas. 
PQale aaith \mto ihcoit N)\aXt0Gai&\lds^then 
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with Jesus, which is called Christ ? They all 
say unto him. Let him be crucified. And the 
governour said, Why» what evil hath he done ? 
But they cried out the more, saying, Let him 
be crucified. When Pilate saw that he could 
prevail nothing, but that rather a tumult was 
made, he took water, and washed his hands 
before the multitude, saying, I am innocent of 
the blood of tliis just person: see ye to it. 
Then answered all the people, and said, EUs 
blood be on us, and on our children* Then 
released he Barabbas unto them : and when he 
had scourged Jesus he delivered him to be 
crucified. Then the soldiers of the governour 
took Jesus into the common hall, and gathered 
unto him the whole band of soldiers. And 
they stripped him, and put on him a scarlet 
robe. And when they had platted a crown of 
thorns, they put it upon his head, and a reed 
in his right hand : and they bowed the knee 
before him, and mocked him, saying. Hail, 
King of the Jews ! And they spit upon him, 
and took the reed, and smote him on die head. 
And after that they had mocked him, they 
took the robe off from him, and put his own 
raiment on him, and led him away to crucify 
him. And as they came out they found a 
man of Cyrene, Simon by. name; him they 
compelled to bear his cross. And when they 
were come unto a place called Golgotha, that 
is to say, a place of a scull* they gave him 
vinegar to drink mingled with gall : and when 
he had tasted thereof he would not drink. 
And they crucified him, and parted his gar- 
ments, casting lots : that it might be fiilfilled 
which was spoken by the prophet, They parted 
my garments among theni, and upon my ves- 
ture did they cast lots. And sitting down, 
they watched him there; and set over his 
head his accusation written, THIS IS JESUS 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. Then were 
there two thieves crucified with him ; one on 
the right hand, and another on the lefb And 
they that passed by reviled him, wagging their 
heads, saying, Thou that destroyest the temple, 
and buildest it in three days, save thyself. If 
•thou be the Son of God, come down from the 
cross. Likewise also the chief priests mocking 
him, with the scribes and elders, said, He 
saved others, himself he cannot save. If he 
be the King of Israel, let him now come down 
from the cross, and we will believe him. He 
trusted in God; let him deliver him now, if he 
will have him : for he said, I am the Son of 
God. The thieves also, which were crucified 
with him, cast the same in his teeth. Now 
from the sixth hour there was darkness over 
all the land unto the ninth hour. And about 
the ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Eli, Eli, lama sahacthani ? that is to 
say. My God, My God, why hast thou for- 
saken me? Some of them that stood th»^ 



when they heard that, said, This man calleth 
for Elias. And straightway one of them raui 
and took a spunge, and filled it with vinegar, 
and put it on a reed, and gave him to drink. 
The rest said, Let be, let us see whether Eliaa 
will come to save him. Jesus, when he had 
cried again with a loud voice, 3rielded up the 
ghost. And, behold, the vail of the temple 
was rent in twain from the top to the bottom ; 
and the earth did quake, and the rocks rent ; 
and the graves were opened ; and many bodies 
of the saints which slept, arose, and came out 
of the graves after his resurrection, and went 
into the holy city, and appeared unto many. 
Now when the centurion, and they that were 
with him, watching Jesus, saw the earthquake, 
and those things that were done, they feared 
greatly, saying, Truly this was the Son of God. 

Monday before Easter* 

For the Epistle. Isaiah Ixiii. 1. 

X^T^HO is this that cometh from Edom, with 
*^ dyed garments from Bozrah ? this that 
is glorious in his apparel, travelling in the 
greatness of his strength? I that speak in 
righteousness, mighty to save. Wherefore art 
thou red in thine apparel, and thy garments 
like him that treadeth in the wine- fat? I have 
trodden the wine-press alone, and of the people 
there was none with me : for I will tread them 
in mine anger, and trample them in my fury, 
and their blood shall be sprinkled upon my 
garments, and I will stain all my raiment. For 
the day of vengeance is in mine heart, and the 
year of my redeemed is come. And I looked, 
and there was none to help ; and I wondered 
that there was none to uphold : therefore mine 
own arm brought salvation unto me, and my 
fury it upheld me. And I will tread down the 
people in mine angert and make them drunk 
in my fury, and I will bring down their strength 
to the earth. I will mention the loving-kind- 
nesses of the Lord, and the praises of the Lord, 
according to all that the Lord hath bestowed 
on us, and the great goodness towards the 
house of Israel, which he hath bestowed on 
them, according to his mercies, and according 
to the multitude of his loving-kindnesses. For 
he said, Surely they are my people, children 
that will not lie : so he was their Saviour. In 
all their affliction he was afflicted, and the 
angel of his presence saved them: in his love, 
and in his pity, he redeemed them, and he bare 
them, and carried them all the days of old. 
But they rebelled, and vexed his holy Spirit ; 
therefore he was turned to be their enemy, and 
he fought against them. Then he remembered 
the days of old, Moses and his people, saying. 
Where is he that brought them up out of the 
sea with the shepherd of his flock ? where is 
he that put his holy Spirit within him ? that 
led them by the right hand of MoseSy with his 
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glorious arm, dividing the water before them, 
to make himself an everlasting Name ? that led 
them through the deep as an hOrse in the wil- 
derness, that they should not stumble ? As a 
beast goeth down into the valley, the Spirit of 
the Lord caused him to rest: so didst thou 
lead thy people, to make thyself a glorious 
Name. Look down from heaven, and behold 
from the habitation of thy holiness, and of thy 
glory : where is thy seal, and thy strength, the 
sounding of thy bawels, and of thy mercies 
towards me ? Are they restrained 1 Doubtless 
thou art our Father, though Abraham be igno- 
rant of us, and Israel acknowledge us not: 
Thou, O Lord, art our Father, our Redeemer, 
thy Name is from ^erlasting. O Lord, why 
hast thou made us to err from thy ways? and 
hardened our hearts from thy fear? Return 
for thy servants' sake, the tribes of thine inhe- 
ritance. The people of thy holiness have pos- 
sessed it but a little while: our adversaries 
have trodden down thy sanctuary. We are 
thine : thou never barest rule over them ; they 
were not called by thy Name. 

The Gospel, Mark xiv. 1. 

A FTER two days was the feast of the Pas- 
-^^ sover, and of the unleavened bread : and 
the chief priests and the scribes sought how 
they might take him by craft, and put him to 
death. But they said, Not on the feast-day, 
lest there be an uproar of the people. Aiul 
being in Bethany, in the house of Simon the 
leper, as he sat at meat, there came a woman 
having an alabaster box of ointment of spike- 
nard, very precious ; and she brake the box, 
and poured it on his head. And there were 
some that had indignation within themselves, 
and said, Why was this waste of the ointment 
made? for it might have been sold for more 
than three hundred pence, and have been given 
to the poor: and they murmured against her. 
And Jesus said. Let her alone ; why trouble ye 
her ? she hath wrought a good work on me : 
for ye have the poor with you always, and 
whensoeyer ye will ye may do them good ; but 
me ye have not always. She hath done what 
she could ; she is come aforehand to anoint my 
body to the burying. Verily I say unto you, 
Wheresoever this Gospel shall be preached 
throughout the whole world, this also that she 
hath done shall be spoken of for a memorial of 
her. And Judas Iscariot, one of the twelve, 
went unto the chief priests to betray him unto 
them. And when they heard it they were glad, 
and promised to give him money. And he 
sought how he might conveniently betray him. 
And the first day of unleavened bread, when 
they killed the passover, his disciples said unto 
him, Where wilt thou that we go and prepare, 
tAat tbou mayest eat the passover? And he 
Bendetb Ibrtb two of bk disciples, and saith 



unto them. Go ye into the city, and there shall 
meet you a man bearing a pitcher of water ; 
follow him : And wheresoever he ihall go m, 
say ye to the eood-man of the house. The 
Master saith. Where is the guest-chamber, 
where I shall eat the passover with my disci- 
ples ? And he will shew you a large upper- 
room furnished, and prepared: there make 
ready for us. And his disciples went forth, 
and came into the city, and found as he had 
laid unto them : and they made ready the pas- 
sover. And in the evening he cometk^ with the 
twelve. And as they sat, and did eat, Jesus 
said. Verily I say unto you. One of you which 
eateth with me shall betray me. And they 
began to be sorrowful, and to say unto him (me 
by one, Is it I ? and another said, is it I ? And 
"he answered and said unto them. It is one of 
the twelve that dippeth with me in the dish. 
The Son of man indeed goeth, as it is written 
of him : but woe to that man by whom the Son 
of man is betrayed : good were it for that man 
if he had never been bom. And as they did 
eat, Jesus took bread, and blessed, and brake 
it, and gave it to them and said. Take, eat : 
this is my body. And he took the cup, and 
when he had given thanks he gave it to them : 
and they all drank of it. And he said unto 
them, This is my blood of the new testament, 
which is shed for many. Verily I say unto 
yon, I will drink no more of the fruit of the 
vine, until that day that I drink it new in the 
•kingdom of God. And when they had sui^ 
an hymn they went out into the mount of Olives. 
And Jesus saith unto them. All ye shall be 
offended because of me this night : for it is 
written, I will smite the shepherd, and the 
sheep shall be scattered. But, after that I am 
risen, I will go before you into (jialilee. But 
Peter said unto him, Although all shall be offend- 
ed, yet will not I. And Jesua sailh unto him. 
Verily I say unto thee. That this day, even in 
this night* before the cock crow twice, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. But he spake the more 
vehemently, If I should die with thee, I will 
not deny thee in any wise. Likewise also said 
they all. And they came to a place which was 
named Gethsemane : and he saith to his disci- 
ples. Sit ye here, while I shall pray. And he 
taketh with him Peter, and James and John, 
and began to be sore amazed, and to be very 
heavy, and saith unto them, My soul is exceed- 
ing sorrowful unto death ; tarry ye here, and 
watch. And he went forward a little, and fell 
on the ground, and prayed, that, if it were pos- 
sible, the hour might pass from him. And ht 
said, Abba, Father, all things are possible unto 
thee ; take away this cup from me ; neverthe- 
less, not what I will, but what thou wilt. And 
he cometh and findeth them sleeping, and saith 
unto Peter, Simon, sleepest thou ? couldest not 
thou YfaXcYi one \iQwt\ ^«ic^ -^e and ^ay. 
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lest ye enter into temptation ; tlie spirit truly 
is ready, but the flesh is weak. And again he 
went aivay, and prayed, and spake the same 
H'orda. And when he returned he found them 
asleep again, (for their ejea were heavy,) neither 
wist they what to answer him. And he cometh 
the tliird time, and saith unto them. Sleep on 
now, and take your rest: it is enough, the hour 
is come ; behold, the Son of man is betrayed 
into the hands of sinners. Rise up, let us go; 
)o, he that betrayelh me ia at hand. And im- 
mediately, while he yet spake, cometh Judas, 
one of the twelve, and with him a great multi- 
tude with swords and atavcs, from ilie chief 
priests, and the scribes, and the ciders. And 
he that betrayed him had given them a token, 
saying. Whomsoever I shall kiss, that same is 
lie; t^ke him, and lead him away safely. And 
as soon as he was eome he goeth straightway to 
him, and saiih, Master, master ; and kissed 
him. And they laid their hands on him, and 
took him. And one of them that stood by 
drew a sword, and smote a servant of the high 
priest, and cut off his ear. And Jesus answer- 
etl, and aaid unto ihcm. Are ye come out as 
against a thief, with swords and with slaves, to 
take me ? I was daily with you in the temple 
teaching, and ye took me not : but the Scrip- 
tures must be fulfilled. And they all forsook 
him, and lied. And there followed him a cer- 
tain young man, having a linen cloth cast about 
his naked body; and tlie young men laid hold 
on him: and he left the hnen cloth, and fled 
from them naked. And they led Jesus away 
to the h^h priest; and with him were assem- 
bled all the chief priests, and the elders, and 
the scribes. And Peter followed him alar off, 
even into the palace of the high priest ; and he 
sat with the servants, and warmed himself at 
the lire. And the chief priests and all the 
coutKil sought for witness against Jesus to put 
him to death ; and found none. For many 
bare false witness against him, but their witness 
agreed not together, And there arose certain, 
and bare false witness against him, saying, We 
heard him say, 1 will destroy this tem^ile that 
b made with hands, and within three days I will 
build another made without hands. But neither 
so did their witness agree together. And the 
high priest stood up in the midst, and asked 
Jesus, saying, Answerest tbou nothing 1 what 
is it which these witness against thee 1 But he 
held his peace, and answered nothing. Again 
the high priest asked him, and said unto him. 
Art thou the Christ, the Son of the Blessed? 
And Jesus said, I am; and ye shall see the 
Son of man sitting on the right hand of power, 
and coming in the clouds of heaven. Then the 
high priest rent his clothes, and saith, What 
need we any further witness? ye have heard 
the blasphemy : what think ye ? And they all 
condemned him to be guilty of death. And 



some began to spit on him, and lo cover b 
face, and to buffet him, and to say ui 
Prophesy : and the servants did stri 
with the palms of their hands. And s 
was beneath in the palace there comet! 
the maids of the high priest; and when 
Peter warming himself she looked upon hia 
and said, And thou also wast with Jesus tf 
Nazareth. But he denied, saying, I know not 
neither understand 1 what thou sayest. And 
he went out into the porch ; and the cock 
crew.

And a liitli 
aller, they that stood by said again to PeUi 
Surely thou art one of them ; for thou a 
Galilean, and thy speech agreeih thereto. 
he began to curse and lo swear, saying, I 1 
not this man of whom ye speak. And I 
second time ilie cock crew. And Peter ci 
to mind the word tliat Jesus said i 
Befure the cock crow twice, thou shalt dsD 
me thrice. And when he thought thereon, J

FuT the Epislk. Isuah 1. 6. 
T^HE Lord God hath opened mine ear, 
■*- I was not rebellious, neither turned s 
back. I gave my back to (he amitera, and n 
cbeeki to tliem that plucked off the hair ; 1 h 
not my face from shame and spitting. For U 
Lord God will help me, therefore shall I not 1^ 
confounded : therefore have I set my face likj 
a flint, and 1 know that 1 shall not be ashamed^ 
He is near that justifieth me ; who will contend I 
with me? Let us stand together ; w' ' 
adversary ? let him come near to me. Behalf 
the Lord God will help me ; who is bi 
shall condemn me ? Lo, they all shall wa 
as a garment : the moth shall eat then

The GosjkI St. Mark XV. I. 
A ND straightway in the morning the c 
-^^ priests held a consultation with the eldet 
and scribes, and the whole council, and boug 
Jesus, and carried liim away, and delivered hi 
to Pilate. And Pilate asked him. An thou 
King of the Jews? And he answering s 
imto him, Thou sayest it. And the chief prie« 
accused him of many things : but he a!A«.w«!<n 
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Answemt tbou nothing? behold how many 
things they witness against thee. But Jesus yet 
answered nothing: so that Pilate marvelled. 
Now at that feast he released unto them one 
prisoner, whomsoever they desired. And there 
was one named Barabbas, which lay bound with 
them that had made insurrection with him, who 
had committed murder in the insurrection. 
And the multitude, crying aloud, began to desire 
him to do as he had ever done unto them. But 
Pilate answered them, sa3ring, Will ye that I 
release unto you the King of the Jews? for he 
knew diat the chief priests had delivered him 
for envy. But the chief priests moved the 
people, that he should rather release Barabbas 
unto them. And Pilate answered, and said 
again unto them. What will ye then that I shall 
do unto him whom ye call the King of the Jews? 
And they cried out again, Crucify him. Then 
PilAt said unto them. Why, what evil hath he 
done? And they cried out the more exceedingly, 
Crucify him. And so Pilate, willing to content 
the people, released Barabbas unto them, and 
delivered Jesus, when he had scourged him, to 
be crucified. And the soldiers led him away 
into the hall, called Prsetorium ; and they caUed 
together the whole band. And they clothed 
him with purple, and platted a crown of thorns, 
and put it upon his head : and besan to salute 
him, Hail, King of the Jews I And they smote 
him on the head with a reed, and did spit upon 
him, and bowing their knees worshipped him. 
And when they had mocked him they took off 
the purple from him, and put his own clothes on 
him, and led him out to crucify him. And they 
compel one Simon a Cyrenian, who passed by, 
ooming out of the country, the father of Alexan- 
der and Rufhs) to bear his cross^ And they bring 
bun unt(^ the place Golotha^ which is, being 
interpreted, The place of a seuU. And they 
gave him to drink wine mingled with myrrh ; 
but he received it not. And when they had 
omcified him they parted his garments, casting 
lots upon them, what every man should take. 
And it was the third hour, and they crucified 
him. And the superscription of his accusatimi 
was written over, THE KINO OP THE 
JEWS. And with him they crucify two 
thieves, the one on his right hand, and the 
oilier on his left. And the Scripture was ful- 
filled, which saith. And he was numbered with 
the transgressors. And they that passed by 
railed on him, wagging their heads, and say- 
ing, Ab, thou that d^troyest the temple,- and 
buildest it in three days, save thyself, and come 
down from the cross. Likewise also the chief 
priests mocking- said among themselves, with 
the scribes, He saved others ; himself he can- 
not save. Let Christ the King of Israel des* 
cend now from the cross, that we may see and 
believe. And they that were crucified with 
Mm rented Mm. And when the sixth hour 



was oome, there was darioness over die whole 
land until the ninth hour. And at the ninth 
hour Jesus cried with a loud voice saying, JPIoi, 
Elm^ lama sabactkam? which is, being inter- 
preted. My God, my God, why hast thou for> 
saken me ? And some of them that atood by, 
when they heard it, said. Behold, he calledi 
Elias. And one ran and filled a spunge fldl of 
vinegar, and put it on a reed, and gave him to 
drii£, aayingt Let alone; let us see whether 
Elias will come to take him down. And Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, and gave up the ghost 
And the vail of the temple was rent in twain 
from the top to the bottom. And when the 
centurion, which stood over against him, saw 
that he so cried out, and gave up the ghoat, he 
said. Truly this man was the S<m of God* 

Wednesday before Easter, 

The Efistle, Hebrews ix* 16. 

TM/'HERE a testament is, there must also oi 
^ ^ necessity be the death of the testator. For 
a testament is of force afler men are dead; others 
wise it is of no strength at all while the testator 
liveth. Whereupon neither the first testament 
was dedicated without blood. For when Moses 
had spoken every precept to all the people, ao* 
cording to the law, he took the blood of calves 
and of goats, with water, and scarlet wool, and 
hyssop, and sprinkled both the book and sll 
the people, saying. This is tlie Uood of the 
testament which Uod hath enjoined unto yoo. 
Moreover, he sprinkled likewise with blood 
both the tabernacle and all the vessels of the 
ministry. And almost all things are by the 
law purged with blood; and wiUiout shedding 
of blood is no remission. It was therefore 
necessary that the patterns of things in the 
heavens should be purified with tl^se ; but 
the heavenly things themselves with better 
sacrifices than these. For Christ is not entered 
into the holy places made with hands^ which 
are the figures of the true ; but into heaven 
itself, now to appear in the presence of God 
for us:. nor yet that he should offer himself 
often, as the high priest entereth into this holy 
place every year with blood of others; im 
then must he oflen have suffered since the 
foundation of the world : but now once^ in the 
end of the world hath he appeared^ to pot 
away sin by the sacrifice of himselfr And as 
it is iq)pointed unto men once to die, but after 
this the judgement ; so Christ was once ofiered 
to bear the sins of many ; and unto them that 
look for him shall he af^ear the second tims^ 
without sin, unto salvation. 

The GoepeL Lukexxii^ 1. 

TUrOW the feast of unleavened bread drew 
-^^ nigh, which is called The Passover. And 
the chief ^^itieila and icribea sought ho^ they 
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might kill him; for they feared the people. 
Then entered Satan into Judas sumamed Uca- 
riot, being of the number of the twelve. And 
he went bis way, and communed with the 
chief priests and captains, how he miglit betray 
him unto them. And they were glad, and 
covenanted to give him money. And he pro- 
mised, and. sought opportnnity to betray him 
unto them in the absence of the multitude. 
Then came the day of unleavened bread, when 
the passover must be killed. And he i>ent 
Peter and John, saying. Go and prepare ub the 
pasBOver, that we may eat. And they said 
unto him. Where wilt tliou that we prepare ? 
And he said unto them, Behold, when ye are 
entered into tlie city, tliere shall a man meet 
you, bearing a pitcher of water; follow him 
into the house where he enlereth in. And ye 
shall say unto the good mun of the house. The 
Master saith unto thee. Where is the guest- 
chamher, where I shall eat the passover witlt 
my disciples? And he shall shew you a large 
upper room furnished : there make ready. 
And they went, and found as he had said unto 
them : and they made ready the passover. 
And when the bour naa comei he sat down, 
and the twelve apostles with him. And he 
■aid unto them. With desire 1 have desired to 
eat tins passover with you before I suffer : for I 
say unto you, 1 will not any more eat thereof, until 
it be fulfilled in the kingdom of God. And he 
took the cup, and gave thanks, and said. Take 
this, and divide it among yourselves ; for I say 
unto you, I will not drink of the fruit of (he 
vine, until the kingdom of God shall come. 
And he took bread, and gave thanks, and 
brake it, and gave unto them, saying, This is 
my body which is given for you : this do in 
remembrance of me. Likewise also the cup 
after supper, saying, This cup is the new teala- 
ment in my blood, which is shed for you. 
But, behold, the hand of him that betrayeth 
me is with me on the table. And truly the 
Son of man goeth as it was determined : hut 
woe unto that man by whom he is betrayed' 
And they began to inquire among themselves, 
which of them it was that should do this thing. 
And there was also a strile among them, wbich 
of them should be accounted the greatest. 
And he said unto them. The kings of the 
Gentiles exercise lordship over them ; and 
theythat exercise authority upon them are called 
benefactors. But ye shall not be so : but he 
that is greatest among you, let him be as the 
younger; and he that is chief, as he that doth 
serve. For whether is greater, he that sitleth 
at meat, or he that seiveth { is not he that 
sitteth at meat ! but 1 am among you as he 
that serveth. Ye are they which have con- 
tinued with me in my temptations. And I 
appoint unto you a kingdom, as my Father hath 
appointed UDto me ; that ye may est and drinV 




at my table in my kingdom, and ait on throi 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel. And the 
Lord said, Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath 
desired to have you, that he may sift you 
as wheat: but [ have prayed for thee, that thy 
faitj) fail not : and when thou art converted, 
strengthen thy brethren. And he said unto 
him. Lord, I am ready to go with thee, both 
into prison and to death. And he said, I teU 
thee, Peter, the cock shall not crow this day, 
before thai thon shalt thrice deny (hat thou 
knowest me. And he said unto them. When 
I sent you without purse, and scrip, and shoes, 
lacked ye any thing ? And ihey said. Nothing. 
Then said he unto them. But now, he that hath 
a purse, let him take it, and likewise hii 
and he that hath no sword, let hii 
garment, and buy one. For I say 
That this that is written must yet be 
plished in me. And he was reckoned 
the transgressors : for the things coni ^ 

me have an end. And they aaid, Lord, behold, 
here are two swords. And he said unto them. 
It is enough. And lie came out, and went, as 
he was wont, to the mount of Olives, and his 
disciples aUo followed him. And when he was 
at the place, Ite said unto them. Pray, that ye 
enter not into temptation- And he was with- 
drawn from them about a stone's cast, and 
kneeled down and prayed, saying, Father, if 
thou be willing, remove this cup from me: 
neverilieless, not my will, but thine ' 
And there appeared an angel unto him fr 
heaven, strengthening him. And being ii 
agony, he prayed more earnestly; and his st 
was as it were great drops of blood iailing 
down to the ground. And when he rose up 
from prayer, and was come to his disciples, he 
found them sleeping for sorrow, and said unto 
ihem. Why sleep ye 1 rise and pray, lest ye enter 
into temptation. Aiid while he yet spake, 
behold, a multitude, and lie that was called 
Judas, one of the twelve, went before them, 
and drew near unto Jesus to kiss him. But 
Jesus said unto him, Judas, betrayest thou the 
Son of man witii a kiss ? When they wl)o were 
about him saw wliat would tbllow, they 
unto him, Lord, aliall we smite with the swordf 
And one of them smote the servant of tlie higl) 
priest, and cut off his right ear. And JesM 
answered and said. Suffer ye thus far. And 
he touched his ear, and healed him. Then 
Jesus said unto the chief priests, and captaiiu 
of the temple, and the elders who were coi 
to him, Be ye come out as against a thief, 
swords and staves? When I was daily 
you in the temple, ye stretched forth no I 
against me : but this is your hour, and 
power of darkness. Then took they him, and 
led him, and brought him into the high priest'c 
house : and Peter followed a&s; off. ^>xA.-4^Cl'a^ 
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and were set down together, Peter tat down 
among them. But a certain maid beheld him, 
as he sat by the fire, and earnestly looked 
upon him, and said, This man was also with 
him. And he denied him, saying, Woman, 
I know him not And after a little while an- 
other saw him, and said. Thou art also of them. 
And Peter said, Man, I am not. And about 
the space of one hour after, another confident- 
ly affirmed, saying, Of a truth this fellow also 
was with him; for he is a Galilean. And 
Peter said, Man^ I know not what thou sayest. 
And immediately, while he yet spake, the cock 
crew. And the Lord turned, and looked upon 
Peter ; and Peter remembered the word of the 
Lord, how he had said unto him, Before the 
cock crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. And 
Peter went out, and wept bitterly. And the men 
tj^ held Jesus mocked him, and smote him. 
^Pl when they had blindfolded him, they 
•truck him on the face, and asked him, saying, 
Prophesy, who is it that smote thee? And 
many other tilings blasphemously spake they 
against him. And as soon as it was day, the 
elders of the people, and the chief priests, and 
the scribes, came together, and led him into 
their council, saying. Art thou the Christ ? tell 
us. And he said unto them, If I tell you, ye 
will not believe : and if I also ask you, ye will 
not answer me. nor let me go. Hereafter shall 
the Son of man sit on the right hand of the 
power of God. Then said they all, Art thou 
then the Son of God ? And he said unto them. 
Ye say that I am. And they said. What need 
we any further witness ? for we ourselves have 
heard of his own mouth. 

Thursday before Easter, 

The Epistle. I. Cor.xi. 17. 

TN this that I declare unto you, I praise you 
-"- not; that ye come together not for the bet- 
ter, but for the worse. For first of all, when 
ye come together in the church, I hear that 
there.be divisions among you, and I partly 
believe it. For there must be also heresies 
among you, that they who are approved may 
be made manifest among you. When ye come 
together therefore into one place, this is not to 
eat the Lord's supper : for in eating every one 
taketh before other his own supper ; and one 
is hungry, and another is drunken. What, 
have ye not houses to eat and to drink in ? or 
despise ye the church of God, and shame them 
that have not? What shall I say to you? 
shall I praise you in this ? I praise you not. 
For I have received of the Lord that which 
also I delivered unto you, That the Lord Jesus, 
the same night in which he was betrayed, took 
bread; and when he had given thanks, he 
brake it, and said. Take, eat; this is my body, 
wAu^A MS broken for you: this do in remem- 



brance of me. After the same manner also he 
took the cup, when he had tupped, aayiiw, 
This cup is ^e new testament in my bioocT: 
this do ye, as ofl as ye drink it, in Yemeni* 
brance of me. For as often as ye eat thie bread, 
and drink this cup, ye do shew the Lord's 
death till he come. Wherefore, whosoever shaQ 
eat this bread, and drink this cup ef the Lord, 
unworthily, shall be guilty of the body and 
blood of the Lord. But let a man examine 
himself, and so let him eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup. For he that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily eateth and drinketh dam- 
nation to himself, not discerning the Lord's 
body. For this cause many* are weak and 
sickly among you, and many sleep* For if we 
would judge ourselves, we should not be judged. 
But when we are judged, we are chastened 
of the Lord, that we should not be condenmed 
with the world. Wherefore, my brethren, 
when ye come together to eat, tarry one for 
another. And if any man hunger, let hnn eat 
at home ; that ye come not together unto con- 
demnation. And the rest will 1 set in order 
when I come* 

The OaspeL Luke xxiii. 1. 

THE whole multitude of them arose, and 
led him unto Pilate. And they began to 
accuse him, saying. We found this fellow per- 
verting the nation, and forbidding to give tri- 
bute to Caesar, saying. That he himself is Chrkt 
a King. And Pilate asked him, saying. Art 
thou ibe King of the Jews ? And he answered 
him, and said, Thou sayest it. Then said 
Pilate to the chief priests, and to the peo[de, 
I find no ihult in this man. And they were the 
more fierce, sayii^. He stirreth up the people^ 
teaching throughout all Jewry^ beginning from 
Galilee to this place. When Pilate heard of 
Galilee, he asked whether the man were a 
Gialilean. And as soon as he knew that he 
belonged unto Herod's jurisdiction, he sent 
him to Herod, who himself was also at Jerusa- 
lem at that time. And when Herod saw Jesus 
he was exceeding glad ; for he was desiroua to 
see him of a long season, because he had heard 
many things of him; and he hoped to have 
seen some miracle done by him. Then he 
questioned with him in many words ; but he 
answered him nothing. And the chief priests 
and scribes stood and vehemently accused him. 
And Herod with his men of war set him at 
nought, and mocked him, and arrayed him in a 
gorgeous robe, and sent him again to Pilate. 
And the same day Pilate and Herod were made 
friends together ; for before they were at en- 
mity between themselves. And Pilate, when 
he had called together the chief priests, and the 
rulers, and the people, said unto them. Ye have 
brought this man unto me, as one that pervert- 
eth the ]peop\e; and \>eViold)l) having examined 
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^^BPMbre you, have found no fault in tliis 
ntih touching those things whereof ye accuse 
him : No, nor yet Herod ; for I sent you to 
him ; and, lo, nothing worthy of death is done 
onto him. f will iherefore chastise hint, and 
release him. For of necessity he must release 
one unto them at the feast. And they cried 
out all at once, saying. Away with this man, 
and release unto us Bsrabbaa : {who for a cer- 
tain sedition made in the city, and for murder, 
was cast into prison.) Pilate therefore, wilting 
to release Jesus, spake again to ihem. But 
they cried, saying, Cruci^ him, crucify liitn. 
And he said unto them the third time, Why, 
what evil hatli he done? I have found no 
cause of death in him: I will therefore chas- 
tise him, and let him go. .And ihey were in- 
stant with loud voices, requiring that he might 
be crucified : and the voices of them and of 
the chief priests prevailed.

And as they led him away, they 
laid hold upon one Simon a Cytenian, coming 
out of the country, and on him they laid the 
cross, that he might bear it after Jesus. And 
there followed him a great company of people, 
and of women, which also bewailed and la- 
mented him. But Jesus, turning unto them, 
said. Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for 
me, but weep for yourselves, and for your 
children. For, behold, the days are coming, 
in the which they shall say, Blessed are the 
barren, and the wombs that never bare, and 
the paps which never gave suck. Then shall 
th^ begin to say to the mountains. Fall on us ; 
and to the hills. Cover us. For if they do 
these things in a green tree, what shall be done 
in the dry? And there

'■'HE law having a shadow of good things 
-^ to come, and not the very image of the 
things, can never with those sacrifices which 
they offered year by year continually, make the 
comers thereunto perfect. For then would 
they not have ceased to be offered 1 because 
that the worshippers once purged should have 
had no more conscience of sins. But in those 
sacrifices there is a remembrance again made 
of sins every year. For it is not possible that 
the blood of bulls and of goats should take 
away sins. Wherefore, when he cometh into 
the world, he saith. Sacrifice and offering thou 
wouldest not, but a body hast thou prepared 
me ; In burnt-offerings and sacrifices for sin 
thou hast had no pleasure: Then saidl, Lo, 1 
come (in the volume of the book it is written 



of me) to do thy will, O God. Above, when 
he said, Sacrifice and ofli^ring and burnt-otTet- 
ings, and offering for sin tliou wouldest not, 
neither hadsi pleasure therein ; which are 
offered by the law ; then said be, Lo, I come 
to do thy will, O God. He takeih away the 
first, lliat he may establish tiie second. By 
the which will we are sanctiBed, through the 
offering of the body of Jesus Christ once for 
all. And every priest standeih daily minis- 
tering, and offering □Hcntimcs the some lacri- 
fices, which can never take away sins. But 
this man, atlcr he had offered one sacrifice for 
sins, for ever sal down on the right hand of 
God ; from henceforth expecting till his ene- 
mies be made his footstool. For by one offer- 
ing he hath perfected for ever them that are 
sanctified. Whereof ilie Holy Ghost also is 
a witness to us : for after that he had said 
before. This is the covenant that 1 will make 
with them afler those days, saith the Lord ; 1 
will put my laws into their hearts, and in iJieir 
minos will 1 write them : and their sins and 
injquitiee will I remember no more. Now 
where remission of these is, there is no more 
oflering for sin. Having therefore, brethren, 
twldness to enter into the hohest by the blood 
of Jesus, by a new and hving way, which he 
hath consecrated for us, through the vail, that is 
to say, his flesh ; and having an high priest 
over the house of God ; let us draw near with 
a true heart, in full assurance of faitli, having 
our hearts sprinkled from an evil conscience, 
and our bodies washed with pure water. Jliet 
us hold fast the profession of our faith vritlwut 
wavering; (for he is faitliful that promised;) 
and let us consider one another, lo provoke 
unto love and to good works: not forsaking 
the assembling of ourselves together, as the 
manner of some is ; but exhorting one another: 
and so much the more, as ye see the day 
approaching. 

Tlie Gospel. John xix. 1, 

PILATE thereforetook Jesus, and scourged 
him. And the soldiers platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it on his head, and they put on 
him a purple robe, and said, Hail, King of the 
Jews ! And they smote htm with their hands. 
Pilate therefore went forth again, and saith 
unto them, Behold, 1 bring him forth to you, 
that ye may know that 1 ^nd no fault in him. 
Then came Jesus forth, wearing the crown of 
thorns, and the purple robe. And Pilate saitb 
unto them. Behold the man ! When the chief 
priests therefore and officers aaw him, ibey 
cried out, saying. Crucify him, crucify kim. 
filatc saith unto them. Take ye him and cru- 
cify him : for 1 find no fault in him. The 
Jews answered him, We have a law, and by 
our law he ought to die, because he made him- 
self the Son of God. WIilil Pilate therefore 
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heard that saying, he was the more afraid; 
and went again into the judgement- hall, and 
saith unto Jesus, Whence arc thou ? But Jesus 
gave hhn no answer. Then saith Pilate unto 
him, Speakest thou not unto nie ? Itnowest 
thou not (hat I have power to crucify thee, 
and liave power to release tliee ? Jeaus answer- 
ed, Thou couldest have no power at all against 
me, except it were given thee from above ; 
therefore he thai delivered roe unto thee hath 
the greater sin. And from thenceforth Pilate 
sought to release him : hut the Jews cried out 
saying, If thou let this man go, thou art not 
Ceeaar's friend : whosoever maketh himself a 
king speaketh against Caesar. When Pilate 
therefore heard that saying, he brought Jesus 
forth, and sat down in I he judgement-seat, in a 
place that is called The Pavement, but in the 
Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the preparation 
of the passover, and about the sixth hour : 
and he said unto the Jews, Behold your Kingl 
But they cried out, Away with him, away with 
him ; crucify him ! Pilate saith unto them, 
Shall I crucify your King ? The chief priests 
answered, We have no king but Csesar. Then 
delivered he him therefore unto them to he 
crncified. And they took Jesus, and led him . 
away. And he, bearing his cross, went forth 
into a place, called the place of a scull, which 
ia called in the Hebrew, Golgotha : where they 
crucified him, and two others with him, on 
either side one, and Jesus in the midst. And 
Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the cross. 
And die writbg was, JESUS OF NAZA- 
RETH THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
This title then read many of the Jews ; for liie 
place where Jesus was crucified was nigh to 
the city : and it was written in Hebrew, and 
Greek, and Latin. Then said the chief priests 
of the Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King of 
the Jewsj but that he said, I am the King of 
the JewB. Pilate answered. What I have written, 
I have written. Then the soldiers, when they 
had crucified Jesus, took his garments, and 
noade four parts, to every soldier a part; and 
also his coat : now the coat was without seam, 
woven from the top throughout. They said 
therefore among themselves, Let us not tend 
it, but cast lots for it, H'hose it shall be : tliat 
the Scripture might be fulfilled, which saitli. 
They parted my raiment among them, and for 
my vesture they did cast lots. These things 
therefore the soldiers did. Now there stood 
by the cross of Jesus, his mother, and his 
nwiher'a sister, \fary the wife of Cleophas, 
and Mary Magdalene. When Jesus therefore 
saw hiH mother, and the disciple standing by 
whom he loved, he saith unto his mother, 
Wamat:, behold thy son ! . Then saiih be to 
ihe disciple. Behold thy mother! And Irom 
that hour that disciple took her unto his own 
home. AAerihis.JesusknowingthatatI things 



were now accomplished, that the Scripture 
might be fulfilled, saith, 1 thirst. Now there 
was set a vessel full of vinegar : and they filled 
a spunge with vinegar, and put it upon hysEop, 
and put it to his mouth. When Jetus thereibre 
had received the vinegar, he said, It is finished: 
and he .bowed his head, and gave up the 
ghost. The Jews therefore, because it was 
the preparation, that the bodies should not 
remain upon the cross on the sabbath-day, 
(for that sabbath-day was an high day,] be- 
sought Pilate that their legs might be broken, 
and [hat they might be taken away. Then 
came the soldiers, and broke the legs of the 
first, and of the other which was crucified with 
him. But when they came lo Jesus, and saw 
that be was dead already, they brake^ot Ml 
legs : bnt one of the soldiers with a spi 
pierced his side, and forthwith came iherei 
blood and water. And he tliat saw it ban 
record, and his record is true : and he knoweth 
that he saith true, that ye might believe. For 
these things were done, that the Script 
should be fulfilled, A bone of him shall i 
broken. And again, another Scripture 
They shall look on him whom they pierced.

And there was 
Mary Magdalene, and the other Mary, sitting 
over against the sepulchre. Now the next day 
that followed the day of the preparation, the 
chief priests and Pharisees came together unto 
Pilate, saying. Sir, we remember that that 
deceiver said, while he was yet alive, Afler 
three days I will rise again. Command there- 
fore that the sepulchre be made sure until the 
third day, lest his disciples come by night and 
steal him away, and say unto the people. He is 
risen from the dead : so the last error shall be 
worse than the first. Pilate said unto them, 
Ye have a watch ; go your way, make it as 
sure as you can. So they went and made the 
sepulchre sure, sealing the stone, and setting a 
watch.

For David, afler he 
had served his own generation by the will of 
God, fell on sleep, and was laid unto his fathers, 
and saw corruption : but he, whom God raised 
again, saw no corruption. Be it known unto you 
therefore, men and brethen, that through this 
man is preached unto you the forgiveness of sins: 
and by him all that believe are justified from 
all thinff», firom wllich ye could not be justified 
by the hw of Moses. Beware therefore, lest

Now when they were going, 
behold, some of the watch came into the city, 
and shewed unto the cMef priests all the things 
thai were done. And when iliey were assem- 
bled with the elders, and had taken counsel, 
ihey gave large money unto the soldiers, say- 
ing. Say ye. His disciples came by night, and 
stole him away while we slept. And if this 
come to the governor's ears, we will persuade 
hitn, and secure you. So they took the money, 
and did as they were taught: and this saying 
ia commonly reported among the Jews until 
this day. Then the eleven distiples went away 
into Galilee, into a mountain where Jesus had 
appointed them. And when they saw him, 
they worshipped him : but some doubtetl. And 
Jesua came and spake unto them, saying, All 
power is given unio me in heaven and in earth. 
Go ye, therefore, and teach all nations, bap- 
tizing ihem in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and Sf the Holy Ghost : teaching them 
to observe all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you : and, lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world.

For the Epistle, Acts i. 15. 

A ND in those days Peter stood up in the 
*^^ midst of the disciples, and said, (the 
number of the names together were about an 
hundred and twenty), Men and brethren, this 
scripture must needs have been fulfilled which 
the Holy Ghost by the mouth of David spake 
before concerning Judas, which was guide to 
them that took Jesus. For he was numbered 
with us, and had obtained part of this minis- 
try. Now this man purchased a field with 
the reward of iniquity ; and falling headlong, 
he burst asunder in the midst, and all his bow- 
els ' gushed out. And it was known unto all 
the dwellers at Jerusalem ; insomuch as that 
field is called in their proper tongue^ Aceldama, 
that is to say. The field of blood. For it is 
written in the Book of Psalms, Let his habi- 
tation be desolate, and let no man dwell there- 
in: and His bishoprick let another take. 
Wherefore of these men which have companied 
with us all the time that the Lord Jesus went 
in and out among us, beginning from the bap- 
tism^ of John, unto that same day that he was 
taken up from us, must one be ordained to be 
a witness with us of his resurrection. And 
they appointed two, Joseph called Barsabas, 
who was surnamed Justus, and Matthias. 
And they prayed and said, Thou, Lord, which 
knoweth the hearts of all men, shew whether of 
these two thou hast chosen, that he may take 
part of this ministry and apostleship, from 
which Judas by transgression fell, that he might 

S» to his own place. And they gave forth 
eir lots : and the lot fell upon Matthias ; and 
he was numbered with the eleven apostles. 

The Gospel. Matt. vii. 15. 

»EW ARE of false prophets, which come to 
you in sheep's clothing, but inwardly they 
are ravening wolves : ye shall know them by 
their fruits. Do men gather grapes of thorns, 
or figs of thistles ? Even so every good tree 
bringeth forth good fruit ; but a corrupt tree 
bringeth forth evil fruit. A good tree cannot 
bring forth evil fruit, neither can a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit.

cast out devils i and in thy name done man/ 
wonderful works? And then will I profess 
unto them, I never knew you : depart from 
me, ye that work iniquity. Therefore who- 
soever heareth these sayings of mine, and 
doeth them, 1 will liken him unto a wise man, 
which built his house upon a rock : and the 
rain descended, and the floods came, and the 
winds blew, and beat upon that house ; and it 
fell not : for it was founded upon a rock. 
And every one that heareth these sayings of 
mine, and doeth them not, shall be likened unto 
a foolish man, which built his house upon the 
sand : and the rain descended, and the floods 
came, and the winds blew, and beat upon that 
house ; and it fell : and great was the fall of 
it. And it came to pass, when Jesus had 
ended these sayings, the people were astonished 
at his doctrine: for he taught them as one 
having authority, and not as the scribes.

The Epistle. Rom. vi. 3. 

KNOW ye not, that so many of us as were 
baptized into Jesus Christ were baptized 
into his death ? Therefore we are buried with 
him by baptism into death ; that like as Christ 
was raised up from the dead by the glory of 
the Father, even so we also should walk in 
newness of life. For if we have been planted 
together in the likeness of his death, we shall 
be also in the likeness of his resurrection:' 
knowing this, that our old man is crucified 
with him, that the body of sin might be des- 
troyed, that henceforth we should not serve sin. 
For he that is dead is freed from sin. Now if 
we be dead with Christ, we believe that we 
shall also live with him ; knowing that Christ 
being raised from the dead dieth no more ; 
death hath no more dominion over him. For 
in that he died, he died unto sin once ; but in 
ihat he liveth, he liveth unto God. Likewise 
reckon ye also yourselves to be dead indeed 



unto sin, but alive unto God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

The Gospel. Luke v. !• 

A ND it came to pass, that, as the people 
•^■- pressed upon him to hear the word of 
God, he stood by tlie lake of Gennesaret, 
and saw two ships standing by the lake : but 
the fishermen were gone out of them, and were 
washing their nets. And he entered into one 
of the ships, which was Simon's, and prayed 
him that he would thrust out a little from the 
land. And he sat down, and taught the people 
out of the ship. Now when he had left speak- 
ing, he said unto Simon, Launch out into the 
deep, and let down your nets for a draught. 
And Simon answering said unto him. Master, 
we have toiled all the night, and have taken 
nothing: nevertheless at thy word I will let 
down die net. And when they had tliis done, 
they inclosed a great multitude of fishes : and 
their net brake. And they beckpned unto 
their partners, which were in the other ship, 
that they should come and help them. And 
they came, and filled both the ships, so that 
they began to sink. When Simon Peter saw 
it, he fell down at Jesus' knees, saying. Depart 
from me; for I am a sinfiil man, O Lord. 
For he was astonished and all that were with 
him, at the draught of the fishes which they 
had taken: and so was also James and John, 
the sons of Zebedee, which were partners with 
Simon. And Jesus said unto Simon, fear not; 
from henceforth thou shalt catch men. And 
when they had brought their ships to land^ 
they forsook all, and followed him.

The Epistle. I. Cor. xv. 1. 

■pLCOREOVER, brethren, I declare unto you 
-*■'-'- the gospel which I preached unto you, 
which also ye have received, and wherein ye 
stand : by which also ye are saved, if ye keep 
in memory what I preached unto you, unless 
ye have believed in vain. For I delivered unto 
you first of all that whi^h I also received, how 
that Christ died for our sins according to the 
scriptures ; and that he was buried, and that 
he rose again the third day according to the 
scriptures : and that he was seen of Cephas, 
then of the twelve : after that, he was seen of 
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above five hundred brethren at once ; of whom 
the greater part remain wito this present, but 
some are &llen asleep. After that, he was seen 
of James ; then of sul the apostles. And last 
of all he was seen of me also, as of one bom 
out of due time. For I am the least of the 
apostles, that am not meet to be called an 
apostle* because I persecuted the church of 
God. But by the grace of God I am what I am : 
and his grace which was bestowed upon me was 
not in vain ; but I laboured more abundantly 
dmn they all : yet not I, but the grace of God 
which was with me. Therefore whether it were 
I or they, so we preach, and so ye believed. 

The Gospel, Acts xvii. 16. 

lU'OW while Paul waited for them at Athens, 
-^^ his spirit was stirred in him, when he saw 
the city wholly given to idolatry. Therefore 
disputed he in the synagogue with the Jews, 
and with the devout persons, and in the market 
daily with them that met with him. Then 
certain plulosophers of the Epicureans, and of 
the Stoics, encountered him. And some said. 
What will this babbler say ? other some, He 
seemeth to be a setter forth of strange gods : 
because he preached unto them Jesus, and the 
resnrrection. And they took him, and brought 
him unto Areopagus, saying, May we know 
what this new doctrine, whereof thou speakest, 
is 7 for thou bringest certain strange things to 
our ears : we would know therefore what these 
things mean. (For all the Athenians, and 
strangers which were there, spent their time in 
nothing else, but either to tell or to hear some 
new thing.) Then Paul stood in the midst of 
Mars' Hill, and said. Ye men of Athens, I 
perceive that in all things ye are too supersti- 
tious. For as I passed by, and beheld your 
devotions, I found an altar with this inscription, 
TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. Whom there- 
fore ye ignorantly worship, him declare I unto 
you. ^ God that made the world, and all things 
therein, seeing that he is Lord of heaven and 
earth, dwelleth not in temples made with 
hands ; neither is worshipped with men's hands ; 
as though he needed any thing ; seeing he giv- 
eth to all, life, and breath, and all things; 
and hath made of one blood all nations of men, 
for to dwell on all the face of the earth; and 
hath determined the times before appointed, 
and die bounds of their habitation ; that they 
should seek the Lord, if haply they might feel 
after him, and find him, though he be not far 
firom every one of us : for in him we live, and 
move, and have our being ; as certain also of 
your own poets have said. For we are also his 
oflbpring. Forasmuch then as we are the off- 
spring of God, we ought not to thmk that the 
Godhead is like unto gold, or silver, or stone, 
graven by art and man's device. And the times 
of this ignorance God winked at, but now com- 



mandeth all men every where to repent : be- 
cause he hath appointed a day in the which he 
will judge the world in righteousness, by that 
man whom he hath ordained ; whereof he hath 
given assurance unto all men, in that he hath 
raised him from the dead. And when they 
heard of the resurrection of the dead, some 
mocked : and others said, We will hear thee 
again of this matter. 

Eighth Sunday after Trinity* 

The Collect. 

OGOD, the strength of all them that put 
their trust in thee, mercifully accept our 
prayers ; and because through the weakness of 
our mortal nature we can do no good thing 
without thee, grant us the help of thy grace,

X|VINALLY, be ye all of one mind, having 
-^ compassion one of another ; love as 
brethren, be pitiful, be courteous : not render- 
ing evil for evil, or railing for railing ; but 
contrariwise blessing; knowing that ye are 
thereunto called, that ye should inherit a bless- 
ing. For he that will love life, and see good 
days, let him refrain his tongue from evil, and his 
lips that they speak no guile : let him eschew 
evil, and do good; let him seek peace, and 
ensue it. For the eyes of the Lord are over 
the righteous, and his ears are open unto their 
prayers : but the face of the Lord is against 
them that do evil. And who is he that will 
harm you, if ye be followers of that which is 
good ? But and if ye suffer for righteousness' 
sake, happy are ye : and be not afraid of their 
terror, neither be troubled ; but sanctify the 
Lord God in your hearts ; and be ready always 
to give an answer to every man that asketh 
you a reason of the hope that is in you with 
meekness and fear.

MOREOVER, brethren, I would not that 
ye should be ignorant, how that all our 
fathers were under the cloud, and all passed 
through the sea ; and were all baptized unto 
Moses in the cloud and in the sea ; and did all 
eat the same spiritual meat ; and did all drink 
the same spiritual drink; for they drank 
of that spiritual Rock that followed them : and 
that Rock was Christ. But with many of them 
God was not well pleased ; for they were over- 
thrown in the wilderness. Now these things 
were our examples, to the intent we should not 
lust after evil things, as they also lusted. Nei- 
ther be ye idolaters, as were some of them ; as 
it is written. The people sat down to eat and 
drink, and rose up to play. Neither let us 
commit fornication, as some of them commit- 
ted, and fell in one day three and twenty thou- 
sand. Neither let us tempt Christ, as some of 
them also tempted, and were destroyed of 
serpents. Neither murmur ye, as some of 
them also murmured and were destroyed of the 
destroyer. Now all these things happened 
wito them for ensamples : and they are written 
for our admonition, upon whom the ends of the 
world are come. Wherefore let him that 
thinketh he standeth take heed lest he fall. 
There hath no temptation taken you but such 
as is common to man : but God is faithful, who 
will not suffer you to be tempted above that 
ye are able; but will with the temptation 
also make a way to escape, that ye may be able 
to bear it. 

The Gospel. Luke xvi. 19. 

THERE was a certain rich man, which was 
clothed in purple and fine linen, and fared 
sumptuously every day : and there was a cer- 
tain beggar named Lazarus, which was laid at 
his gate, full of sores, and desiring to be fed 
with the crumbs which fell from the rich man's 
table : moreover the dogs came and licked his 
sores. And it came to pass that the beggar 
died, and was carried by the angels into Abra- 
ham's bosom : the rich man also died, and was 
buried ; and in hell he lift up his eyes, being 
in torments, and seeth Abraham afar ofip, and 
Lazarus in his bosom : and he cried and said. 
Father Abraham, have mercy on me, and send 
Lazarus, tb^t he may dip the tip of his finger 
i» mater, jtnd cool my tongue ; for I am tor- 



mented in this flame. But Abraham said, Sofl, 
remember that thou in thy lifetime receivedst 
thy good things, and likewise Lazarus evil 
things : but now he is comforted, and thou art 
tormented. And beside all this, between us and 
you there is a great gulf fixed : so that they 
which would pass from hence to you cannot ; 
neither can they pass to us, that would come 
from thence. Then he said, I pray thee there- 
fore, &ther, that thou wouldest send him to my 
father's house : for 1 have five brethren : that 
he may testify unto them, lest they also come 
into this place of torment. Abraham saith 
unto him. They have Moses and the prophets ; 
let them hear them. And he said. Nay, father 
Abraham : but if one went unto them from the 
dead, they will repent. And he said unto him. 
If they hear not Moses and the prophets, nei- 
ther will they be persuaded though one rose 
from the dead.

T £T thy merciful ears, O Lord, be open to 
■■-^ the prayers of thy humble servants ; and 
that they may obtain their petitions, make 
them to ask such things as shall please thee ; 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

The Epistle. Gal. vi. 1. 

'DRETHREN, if a man be overtaken in a 
-■-^ fault, ye which are spiritual restore such 
an one in the spirit of meekness ; considering 
thyself, lest thou be also tempted. Bear ye 
one another's burdens, and so fulfil the law of 
Christ* For if a man think himself to be 
something, when he is nothing, he deceiveth 
himself. But let every man prove his own 
work, and then shall he have rejoicing in him- 
self alone, and not in another : for every man 
shall bear his own burden. Let him diat is 
taught in the word communicate unto him that 
teacheth in all good things. Be not deceived ; 
God is not mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap. For he that 
soweth to bis flesh, shall of his flesh reap cor- 
ruption; but he that soweth to the Spirit, 
shall of the Spirit reap life everlasting. And 
let us not be weary in well doing : for in due 
season we shall reap, if we faint not* As we 
have therefore opportunity, let us do good 
unto all men, especially unto them who are of 
the household of faith. 

The Gospel. Luke xix. 41. 

A ND when he was come near, he beheld 
•^■- the city, and wept over it, saying, If thou 
hadst known, even thou, at least in this thy 
day, the things which belong unto thy peace I 
but now they are hid from thine eyes. For 
the days shall come upon thee, that thine 
enemies shall cast a trench about thee, and 
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cMn p m thee around* and keep thee in on 
every ride, and shall lay thee even with the 
gnnuid, and thy children within thee; and 
they shall not leave in thee one stone upon 
another; because thou knewest not the time 
of thy visitation. And he went into the 
temple» and began to cast out them that sold 
therein^ and them that bought, saying unto 
thenit It is written, My house is the house of 
prayer : but ye have made it a den of thieves. 
And he taught daily in the temple. 

Eleventh Sunday after Trinity.

Mercifully grant unto us such a measure of 
thy grace, that we, running the way of thy 
oonmiandments, may obtain thy gracious 
promises, and be made partakers of thy hea- 
venly treasure; through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.

The Epistle. Rom. i. 16. 

FOR I am not ashamed of the gospel of 
Christ : for it is the power of God unto 
salvation to every one that believeth ; to the 
Jew first, and also to the Greek. For therein 
is the righteousness of God revealed from 
fiuth to fiuth: as it is written, The just shall 
live by faith. For the wradi of God is re- 
vealed from heaven against all ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men, who hold the 
truth in unrighteousness : because that which 
may be known of God is manifest in them ; 
for God hath shewed it unto them. For the 
invisible things of him from the creation of 
the world are clearly seen, being understood 
by the things that are made, even his eternal 
power and Godhead: so that they are without 
excuse. Because that, when they knew God, 
they glorified him not as God, neither were 
thankful, but became vain in their imagina- 
tions* and their foolish heart was darkened: 
professing themselves to be wise, they be- 
came fods. And changed the glory of the 
unoomlptible God into an image made like 
to corruptible man, and to birds, and four- 
footed beasts, and creeping things. Where- 
lore God also gave them up to undeanness 
through the lusts of their own hearts, to dis- 
honour their own bodies between themselves : 
who changed the truth of God into a lie, 
and worshipped and served the creature more 
than the Creator, who is blessed for ever. 
Amen. 

The GospeL Luke xviu. 9. 

TESUS spake this parable unto certain 
^ which trusted in themselves that they were 
righteonSf and despised others: Two men 



went up into the temple to pray ; the one a 
Pharisee, and the other a publican. The 
Pharisee stood and prayed thus with himself, 
God, I thank thee, that I am not as other men 
are, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even 
as this publican : I fast twice in the week, I 
give tithes of all that I possess. And the 
publican, standing afar off, would not lift up 
so much as his eyes unto Jieaven, but smote 
upon his breast, saying, God be merciful to 
me a sinner. I tell you, This man went down 
to his house justified rather than the other: 
for every one that exalteth himself shall be 
abased ; and he that humbleth himself shall 
be exalted. 

Twelfth Sunday after Trinity. 

The Collect. 

A LMIGHTY and everlasting God, who 
■^^ art always more ready to hear than we to 
pray, and art wont to give more than either 
we desire or deserve; Pour down upon us 
the abundance of thy mercy ; forgiving us 
those things whereof our conscience is afraid, 
and giving us those good things which we are 
not worthy to ask, but through the merits 
and mediation of Jesus Christ, thy Son, our 
Lord. Amen. 

The Epistle. Ephes. vi. 1. 

CHILDREN, obey your parents in the 
Lord : for this is right. Honour thy 
father and mother, (which is the first com- 
mandment with promise,) that it may be 
well with thee, and thou mayest live long on 
the earth. And ye fathers, provoke not your 
children to wrath : but bring them up in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord. Ser- 
vants, be obedient to them that are your 
masters according to the flesh, with fear and 
trembling, in singleness of your heart, as 
unto Christ; not with eye-service, as men- 
pleasers ; but as the servants of Christ, doing 
the will of God from the heart; with good 
will doing service, as to the Lord, and not to 
men; knowing that whatsoever good thing 
any man doeth, the same shall he receive of 
the Lord, whether he be bond or free. And 
ye masters, do the same things unto them, 
forbearing threatening: knowing that your 
Master also is in heaven; neither is there 
respect of persons with him. 

The Gospel. Matt. vi. 1. 

TAKE heed that ye do not your alms 
before men, to be seen of them : otherwise 
ye have no reward of your Father which is 
in heaven. Therefore when thou doest thine 
alms, do not sound a trumpet before thee, as 
the hypocrites do in the synagogues and in 
the streets, that they may have glory of mem 
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Verily I say unto you. They have their re- 
ward. But when thou doest alms, let not thy 
left hand know what thy right hand doeth: 
that thine alms may be in secret: and thy 
Father, which seeth in secret, himself shaU 
reward thee openly. And when thou prayest, 
thou shalt not be as the hypocrites are : for 
they love to pray standing in the synagogues 
and in the corners of the streets, that they 
may be seen of men. Verily I say unto youa 
They have their reward. But thou, when 
thou prayest, enter into thy closet, and, when 
thou hast shut thy door, pray to thy Father 
which is in secret; and thy Father, which 
seeth in secret, shall reward thee openly. 
But when ye pray, use not vain repetitions, 
as the heathen do: for they think that they 
shall be heard for their much speaking. Be 
not ye therefore like unto them: for your 
Father knoweth what things ye have need 
of, before ye ask him. After this manner 
therefore pray ye: Our Father, which art 
in heaven, hallowed be thy name : Thy king- 
dom come : thy will be done, in earth as 
it is in heaven : Give us this day our daily 
bread: And forgive us our debts, as we for* 
give our debtors: And lead us not into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil : for thine 
is the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, 
for ever. Amen. For if ye forgive men 
their trespasses, your heavenly Father will 
also forgive you : but if ye forgive not men 
their trespasses, neither will your Father for- 
give your trespasses. 

Thirteenth Sunday after Trinity. 

The Collect. 

A LMIGHTY and merciful God, of whose 
*^^ only gift it cometh that thy &ithful people 
do unto thee true and laudable service ; Grant, 
we beseech thee, that we may so faithfully 
serve thee in this life, that we fail not finally 
to attain thy heavenly promises ; through the 
merits of Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

The Epistle. GaL iii. 1 6. 

TO Abraham and his seed were the promis- 
es made. He saith not, And to seeds, 
as of many ; but as of one; And to thy seed, 
which is Christ. And this I say. That the co- 
venant that was confirmed before of God in 
Christ, the Law, which was four hundred and 
thirty years after, cannot disannul, that it should 
make the promise of none effect. For if the 
inheritance be of the Law, it is no more of 
promise ; but God gave it to Abraham by pro- 
mise. Wherefore Uien serveth the Law? It 
was added because of transgressions, till the 
seed should come, to whom the promise was 
made ; and it was ordained by angels in the 
J^Mmf of s mediator. Now a mediator is not a 



mediator of one; but God is one. Is the Law 
then against the promises of God ? Godibrlud: 
for if diere had been a law given which could 
have given life, verily righteousness should 
have been by the Law. But the Scripture 
hath concluded all under sin, that the promise 
by faith of Jesus Christ might be given to theta 
that believe. 

The Gospel Luke x. 28. 

"DLESSED are the evea which see the 
-*-^ things that ye see. For I tell you, That 
many prophets and kings have desired to see 
those thinffs which ye see, and have not seen 
them ; and to hear those things which ye hear, 
and have not heard them. And behold, a cer- 
tain Lawyer stood up, and tempted him, say- 
ing. Master, what shdil I do to inherit eternal 
life ? He said unto him. What is written in the 
Law ? How readest thou ? And he answering 
said. Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
sH thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy strength, and with all thy mind ; and 
thy neighbour as thyself. And he said unto 
him. Thou hast answered right ; this do, and 
thou shalt live. But he, willing to justify 
himself, said unto Jesus, And who is my 
neighbour ? And Jesus answering said, A cer- 
tain man went down from Jerusalem to Jeri- 
cho, and fell among thieves, which stripped 
him of his raiment, and wounded hiro, and de- 
parted, leaving him half dead. And by chaqce 
there came dkown a certain Priest that way, 
and, when he saw him, he passed by on the 
Other side. And likewise a Levite, when he 
was at that place, came and looked on him* 
and passed by on the other side. But a cer- 
tain Samaritan, as he journeyed, came where 
he was; and, when he saw him, he )iad com* 
passion on him, and went to him, and bound 
up his wounds, pouring in oil and wine, and 
set him on his own beast, and brought him to 
an inn, and took care of him. And on the 
morrow, when he departed, he took out two 
pence, and gave them to the host, and said 
unto him. Take care of him : and whatsoever 
thou spendest more, when I come again, I will 
repay thee. Which now of these three, think- 
est thou, was neighbour unto him that fell 
among the thieves? And he said, H^ that 
shew^ mercy on him. Then said Jesivi unto 
him, Go, and do thou likewise. 

Fourteenth Sunday after Trimty' 

The CoUect. 

ALMIGHTY and everlasting God, give 
unto us the increase of faiUi, hope, and 
charity; and that we may obtain that which 
thou dost promise, make us to love that which 
thou dost command ; through Jesus Chriat our 
Lord. Amen. 
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The EpUile. Gal. v. 16. 

I SAY then, Walk in the Spirit, and ye shall 
not fiilfU the lust of the flesh. For the 
flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and the Spirit 
against the flesh ; and these are contrary the 
one to the other; so that ye cannot do the 
things that ye would. But if ye he led hy the 
Spirit, ye are not under the law. Now the 
works of the flesh are manifest, which are 
these, adultery, fornication, uncleanness, lasci- 
Tiousness, idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, 
emulations, wrath, strife, seditions, heresies, 
envyings, murders, drunkenness, revellings, 
and such like : of the which I tell you before, 
as I have also told you in time past. That they 
who do such things shall not inherit the king- 
<dom of God. But the fruit of the Spirit is 
lore, joy, peace, long-suffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, meekness, temperance : against 
•ach there is no law. And they that are 
Christ's have crucified the flesh, with the affec- 
tions and lusts. 

The Gospel. Luke v. 1 7. 

AND it came to pass on a certain day, as he 
was teaching, that there were Pharisees 
and doctors of the law sitting by, which were 
come out of every town of Galilee, and Judea, 
and Jerusalem; and the power of the Lord 
was present to heal them. And, behold, men 
brought in a bed a man which was taken with a 
palsy: and they sought means to bring him 
m, and to lay him before him. And when they 
•could not find by what way they might bring 
him in because of the multitude, they went 
upon the house-top, and let him down through 
the tfling, with his couch, into the midst before 
Jesus. And when he saw their faith, he said 
unto him, Man, thy sins are forgiven thee. 
And the scribes and the Pharisees began to 
reason, saying. Who is this which speaketh 
blasphemies? Who can forgive sins but (rod 
alone? But when Jesus perceived their 
thoughts, he answering said unto them. What 
reason ye in your hearts ? Whether is easier, 
to say, Thy sins be forgiven thee ; or to say, 
Bise up and walk? But that ye may know 
that the Son of man hath power upon earth to 
forgive sins, (he said unto the sick of palsy,) 
I say unto thee, Arise, and take up thy couch, 
and go into thine house. And immediately he 
rose up before them, and took up that whereon 
he lay, and departed to his own house, glorify- 
ing God. Ana they were all amazed, and they 
fldlorified God, and were filled with fear, saying, 
We have seen strange things to-day. 

Fifteenth Sunday after Trinity,

The EfMtle. Gal. vi. 11. 

"^^E see how large a letter I have written 
^ unto you with mine own hand. As many 
as desire to make a fair shew in the flesh, they 
constrain you to be circumcised ; only lest they 
should suffer persecution for the cross of 
Christ. For neither they themselves who are 
circumcised keep the law ; but desire to have 
you circumcised, that they may glory in your 
flesh. But God forbid that 1 should glory, 
save in the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom the world is crucified unto me, and 
I unto the world. For in Christ Jesus neither 
circumcision availeth any thing, nor uncircum- 
cision, but a new creature. And as many as 
walk according to this rule, peace be on them, 
and mercy, and upon the Israel of God. From 
henceforth let no man trouble me ; for 1 bear 
in my body the marks of the Lord Jesus. 
Brethren, the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 
be with your spirit. Amen. 

The Gospel. Lukeviii. 41. 

A ND, behold, there came a man named 
•^^ Jairus, and he was a ruler of the syna- 
gogue : and he fell down at Jesus' feet, and 
besought him that he would come into his 
house : for he had one only daughter, about 
twelve years of age, and she lay a dying. But 
as he went, the people thronged him. And a 
woman having an issue of blood twelve years, 
which had spent all her living upon physicians, 
neither could be healed of any, came behind 
him, and touched the border of his garment : 
and immediately her issue of blood staunched. 
And Jesus 8aid> Who touched me ? When all 
denied, Peter, and they that were with him, 
said, Master, the multitude throng thee and 
press thee, and sayest thou, Who touched me ? 
And Jesus said. Somebody hath touched me : 
for 1 perceive that virtue is gone out of me. 
And when the woman saw that she was not hid, 
she came trembling, and, falling down before 
him, she declared unto him before all the 
people for what cause she had touched him, 
and how she was healed immediately. And 
he said unto her* Daughter, be of good com- 
fort ; thy faith hath made thee whole : go in 
peace. While he yet spake, there cometh one 
from the ruler of the synagogue's house, saying 
to him, lliy daughter is dead ; trouble not the 
Master. But when Jesus heard it, he answered 
him, saying, Fear not : believe only, and she 
shall be made whole. And when he came into 
the house, he suffered no man to go in, save 
Peter, and James, and John, and the fiither and 
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the mother of die maiden. And all wept» and 
bewailed her: but he said, Weep not; she 
is not dead, but sleepeth. And they laughed 
him to scorn, knowing that she was dead. 
And he put them all out, and took her by the 
hand, and called, saying, Maid, arise. And her 
spirit came again, and she arose straightway : 
and he commanded to give her meat. And her 
parents were astonished ; but he charged them 
that they should tell no man what was done.

For 
this cause I bow my knees unto the Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, of whom the whole 
fimiily in heaven and earth is named, that he 
would grant you, according to the riches of 
his glory, to be strengthened with might by

And Jesus answering said unto them, Suppose 
ye that these Galileans were sinners above all 
the Galileans, because they suffered such 
things ? I tell you, Nay : but except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish. Or those eighteen, 
upon whom the tower in Siloam fell, and slew 
them, think ye that they were sinners above 
all men that dwelt in Jerusalem ? I tell you. 
Nay : but except ye repent, ye shall all like- 
wise perish. He spake also this parable : A 
certain man had a fig-tree planted in his vine- 
yard ; and he came and sought fruit thereon, 
and found none. Then said he unto the 
dresser of his vineyard, Behold, these three 
jrears I came seeking fruit on this fig-tree, and 



find none : cut it down ; why cumbereth it 
the ground? And he answering said unto 
him. Lord, let it alone this year also, till I shall 
dig about it, and dung it. And if it bear 
fruit, well : and if not, then afler that thou 
shalt cut it down.

And 
they could not answer him again to these 
things. And he put forth a parable to those 
which were bidden, when he marked how 
they chose out the chief rooms, saying unto 
them. When thou art bidden of any man to a 
wedding, sit not down in the highest room ; 
lest a more honourable man than thou be bid- 
den of him ; and he that bade thee and him 
come and say to thee. Give this man place ; 
and thou begin with shame to take the lowest 
room. But when thou art bidden, go and sit 
down in the lowest room ; that when he that 
bade thee cometh, he may say unto thee, 
Friend, go up higher : then shalt thou have 
worship in the presence of them that sit at 
meat with thee. For whosoever exalteth him- 
self shall be abased; and he that humbleth 
himself shall be exalted.

are in heaven, and that are in earth, visible 
and invisible, whether they be thrones, or do- 
minionsi or principalities, or powers : all things 
were created by him, and for him : and he is 
before all things, and by him all things consist : 
and he is the head of the body, the church ; 
who is the beginning, the first-bom firom the 
dead; that in all Sings he might have the 
preeminence : for it pleased the Father that in 
lum should all fulness dwell. 

The Gospel Matt. xxv. 14. 
"OOR the kingdom of heaven is as a man 
~ travelling into a far country, who called 
his own servants, and delivered unto them his 
goods. And unto one he gave five talents, to 
another two, and to anodier one ; to every 
man according to his several ability; and 
straightway took his journey. Then he that 
had received the five talents went and traded 
9nth the same, and made them other five 



talents* And likewise he that had received 
two, hie also gained other two. But he that 
had received one went and digged in the earth, 
and hid his lord's money. After a long time 
the lord of those servants cometh, and reckon- 
eth mih them. And so he that had received 
five talents came and brought other five talents, 
sayii^. Lord, thou deliverest unto me five 
talents ; behold* I have gained besides them 
five talents more. His lord said unto bim. 
Well done, thou good and faithful servant: 
thou hast been faithful over a few things, I 
will make thee ruler over many things : enter 
thou into the joy of thy lord. He also that 
had received two talents came and said. Lord* 
thou deliveredstunto me two talents : behold, I 
have gained two other talents besides them. His 
lord said unto him. Well done, good and faith- 
ful servant : thou hast been faithful over a few 
things, I will make thee ruler over many 
things: enter thou into the joy of thy lord. 
Then he which had received the one talent came 
and said. Lord, I knew thee that thou art an hard 
man, reaping where thou hast not sown, and 
gathering where thou hast not strewed : and I 
was afraid, and went and hid thy talent in the 
earth : lo, there thou hast that is thine. His 
lord answered and said unto him. Thou wicked 
and slothful servant, thou knewest that I reap 
where I sowed not, and gather where I have 
not strewed : thou oughtest therefore to have 
put my money to the exchangers, and then at 
my coming I should have received mine own 
with usury. Take therefore the talent from 
him, and give it unto him which hath ten 
talents. For unto every one that hath shall 
be given, and he shall have abundance : but 
from him that hath not shall be taken away 
even that which he hath. And cast ye the 
unprofitable servant into outer darkness : there 
shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth.

^I^HIS I say therefore, and testify in the Lord,

ness of their heart : who, being past feeling, 
have given themselves over unto lascivious- 
ness, to work all uncleanness with greediness. 
But ye have not so learned Christ ; if so be

off» concerning the former conversation, the 
old man, which is corrupt according to the de- 
ceitful lusts ; and be renewed in the spirit of 
your mind ; and that ye put on the new man, 
which after God is created in righteousness and 
true holiness. Wherefore, putting away lying, 
speak every man truth with his neighbour : for 
we are members one of another. Be ye angry 
and sin not: let not the sun go down upon 
your wrath : neither give place to the devil. 
Let him that stole steal no more ; but rather 
let him labour, working with his hands the thing 
which is good, that he may have to give to him 
that needeth. Let no corrupt communication 
proceed out of your mouth, but that which is 
good to the use of edifying, that it may minis- 
ter grace unto the hearers. And grieve not 
the Holy Spirit of God, whereby ye are sealed 
unto the day of redemption. Let all bitterness, 
and wrath, and anger, and clamour, and evil 
speaking, be put away from you, i/nth all 
malice. And be ye kind one to another, ten- 
der-hearted, forgiving one another, even as 
God for Christ's sake hath forgiven you. 

The Gospel. Matt. ix. 1. 

JESUS entered into a ship, and passed 
over, and came into his own city. And 
behold, they brought to him a man sick of the 
palsy, lying on a bed. And Jesust seeing 
their faith, said unto the sick of the palsy. 
Son, be of good cheer, thy sins be forgiven 
thee. And behold, certain of the scribes said 
within themselves. This man blasphemeth. 
And Jesus, knowing their thoughts, said. 
Wherefore think ye evil in your hearts ? For 
whether is easier to say. Thy sins be forgiven 
thee ? or to say. Arise, and walk ? But that 
ye may know that the Son of man hath power 
on earth to forgive sins, (then saith he to the 
sick of the palsy,) Arise, take up thy bed, and 
go imto thine house. And he arose and de- 
parted to his house. But when the multitude 
saw it, they marvelled, and glorified God, who 
had given such power unto men.

The Epistle. I. Thess. v. 1 . 

'DUT of the times and the seasons, brethren, 
-■-^ ye have no need that I write unto you. 
For yourselves know perfectly that the day of 
the Lord so cometh as a thief in the night. For 
when they shall say, Peace and safety ; then 
sudden destruction cometh upon them as tra- 
vm/upoa a wjman mth cbUd; and they shall 



not escape. But ye, brethren, are not in dark- 
ness, that that day should overtake you as a 
thief. Ye are all die children of light, and the 
children of the day : we are not of the night, 
nor of darkness. Therefore let us not sleep, 
as do others ; but let us watch and be sober. 
For they that sleep, sleep in the night; and 
they that be drunken, are drunken in tiie 
night. But let us who are of the day, be sober, 
putting on the breast-plate of faith and love ; 
and for an helmet, the hope of salvation. For 
Ood hath not appointed us to wrath, but to 
obtain salvation by our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who died for us, that, whether we wake or 
sleep, we should live together with him. Where- 
fore comfort yourselves together, and edify one 
another, even as also ye do. And we beseech 
you, brethren, to know them which labour 
among you, and are over you in the Lord, and 
admonish you; and to esteem them very 
highly in love for their work's sake. And be 
at peace among yourselves. Now we exhort 
you, brethren, warn them that are unruly, 
comfort the feeble-minded, support the weak, 
be patient toward all men. See that none ren- 
der evil for evil unto any man ; but ever follow 
that which is good, both among yourselves and 
to all men. Rejoice evermore. Pray without 
ceasing. In every thing give thanks : for this is 
the wDl of God in Christ Jesus concerning you. 

The Gospel. Luke xiv. 16. 

^I^HEN said he unto him, A certain man 
-*- made a great supper, and bade many : 
and sent his servant at suppertime to say to 
them' that were bidden. Come ; for all things are 
now ready. And they all with one consent 
began to make excuse. The first said unto 
him, I have bought a piece of ground, and I 
must needs go and see it : I pray thee have me 
excused. And another said, I have bought 
five yoke of oxen, and I go to prove them : I 

fray thee have me excused. And itnother said, 
have married a wife, and therefore I cannot 
come. So that servant came, and shewed his 
lord these things. Then the master of the 
house, being angry, said to his servant, Go out 
quickly into the streets and lanes of the city, 
and bring in hither the poor, and the maimed, 
and the halt, and the blind. And the servant 
said. Lord, it is done as thou hast com- 
manded, and yet there is room. And the Lord 
said unto the servant, Go out into the highways 
and hedges, and compel them to come in, that 
my house may be filled. For I say unto you. 
That none of those men which were bidden 
shall taste of my supper. And there went great 
multitudes with him : and he turned and said 
unto them, If any man come to me, and hate 
not his father, and mother^ and wife, and 
children, and brethren, and sisters, yea, and his 
own life also, he cannot be my disciple. And 
whosoever doth not bear his croWp and come 
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PVKt me, cannot be my disciple. For which of 
F yoU) tnleDding to build a tower, sictetli not 
down first and counceth ihe cost, whether he 
have sufficient to finish it 1 Leat haply after he 
hath laid the fiiundation, and h not able to finish 
it, all that behold it begin to mock him, saying, 
This man began to build, and was not able to 
Snisb. Or what Iting, going to make war 
against another king, sitteth not down firat, 
and consulteth whether he be able with ten 
thousand to meet him that cometh againat 
him with twenty thousand? Or else, while 
the other is yet a great way ofF, he scndeth an 
ambassage, and deaireth conditions of peace. 
So likewise, whosoever he be of you that for- 
saketh not all that he hath, he cannot be my 
disciple. Salt is good; but if the salt have lost 
his savour, wherewith shall it be seasoned ? It 
is na'ther fit for the land, nor yet for the dung- 
hill ; but men cast it out. He that hath ears 
to hear, let him hear.

By what authority doest thou these things ? or 
who is he that gave thee this authority 1 And 
be answered and said unto them, 1 will also 
you one thing; and answer me: Thebaptisfll.

whence it was. And Jesus said uni

things. Then began he to speak to the people 
this parable ; A certain man planted a vine- 
yard, and let it forth to husbandmen, and 
went into a far country for a long time. And 
at the season he sent a servant to the hus- 
bandmen, that they should give him of the 
fruit of the vineyard: but the husbandmen 
beat him, and sent him away empty. And 
again he sent another servant : and they beat 
him also, and entreated him shamefully, and 
sent him away empty. And again he sent a 
third : and they wounded him also, and cast 
him out. Then said the lord of the vineyard. 
What shall I do? I will send my beloved son: 
it may be they will reverence him, when they 
see him. But when the husbandmen saw him, 
they reasoned among themselves, saying. This 
is the heir ; come, let us kill him, that the 
inheritance may be ours. So they cast him out 
of the vineyard, and killed him. What therefore 
shall the lord of the vineyard do imto them ? 
He shall come and destroy these husbandmen, 
and shall give the vineyard to others. And 
when they heard it, they said, God forbid. And 
he beheld them, and said, What is this then that 
is written, The stoue which the builders reject- 
ed, the same is become the head of the corner i 
Whosoever shall tall upon that stone shall be 
broken ; but upon whomsoever it shall fall, it 
will grind him to powder. And (he chief priests 
and the scribes the same hour sought to lay 
hands on him ; and they feared the people : 
for they perceived that he had spoken this 
parable against them.

confident of this very thing, that he who hat& 
hegun a good work in you will perform it until 
the day of Jesus Christ ; even as it is meet for 
me to think this of you all, because I have you 
in my heart, inasmuch as both in my bonds, 
and in the defence and confirmation of the Gos- 
pel, ye are all partakers of my grace. For 
God is my record, how greatly 1 long after you 
all in the bowels of Jesus Christ.

But forasmuch as he had not to 
pay, his lord commanded him to be sold, and 
his wife, and children, and all that he had, 
and payment to be made. The servant there- 
fbre fell down and worshipped him, saying. 
Lord, have patience with me, and I will pay 
thee all. Then the lord of that servant was 
moved with compassion, and loosed him, and 
forgave him the debt. But the same servant 
went out, and found one of his fellow-servants, 
which owed him an hundred pence; and he 
laid hands on him, and took him by the throftt, 
saying, Pay me that thou ©west. And his 
fellow-servant fell down at his feet, and be- 
sought him, saymg, Have patience with me, 
and I will pay thee all. And he Would not ; 
but went and cast him into prison, till he should 
pay the debt. So when his fellow-servants saw 
what was done, they were very sorry, and 
came and told unto their lord all that was 
done. Then his lord, after that he had called 
hhn, said unto him, O thou wicked servant, 
I forgave thee all that debt, because thou de- 
siredstme: shouldest not Uiou also have had 
compassion on thy fellow-servant, even as I 
had pity on thee? And his lord was wroth, 
and delivered him to the tormentors, till he 
should pay all that was due unto him. So 
likewise shall my heavenly Father do also unto 
70U, if ye from your hearts forgive not every 
one bh brother tbeir ereipasses.

I was a stranger, and ye took me not in : 
naked, and ye clothed me not : sick, and in 
prison, and ye visited me not. Then shall 
they also answer him, saying, Lord, when saw 
we thee an hungered, or athirst, or a stranger, 
or naked, or sick, or in prison, and did not 
minister unto thee? Then shall he answer 
them, saying.

they that hear shall live. For as the Father 
hath life in himself, so hath he given to the 
Son to have life in himself ; and hath given 
him authority to execute judgement also, be- 
cause he is the Son of man. Marvel not at 
this : for the hour is coming, in the which all 
that are in the graves shall hear his voice, and 
shall come forth ; they tliat have done good, 
unto the resurrection of life ; and they that 
have done evil, unto the resurrection of dam- 
nation. 
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
